20 min¬ 
utes <>f this (Canadian Broad¬ 
casting C»rp.l documentary 
dealt witn the rights of the In¬ 
dians on the Kitimat inlet." 

Davis replied: "Well, those 
are really the only people 


who are physically located 
anywhere along that route 
With permanent residence." 

Davis said: "Well, if I was 
an oil company, locking at. the, 
two. Cherry Point versus Ki¬ 
timat. I would much prefer 
Kitimat because the damages 
in the Puget Sound-Strait of 
Georgia area have some dol¬ 
lar sighs on them. People 
with property — waterfronts 
and so on. 


"In the Kitimat area, 
there's practically nobody, 
and then the shoreline’s 
almost straight up and down. 

"Who's going to sue you? 
Who's hurt? How do you 
quantify it? Very little dam¬ 
age that's really identifiable 
in dollars up there even with 
a very bad oil spill, whereas, 
down here you copld have an 
incredible bill . " 


Davis said the cost of a Ki¬ 
timat line would be "far 
c heaper" than other proposed 
lines. If the federal govern¬ 
ment. moved rapidly, he-fiaiiL. 
"there could be approval for 
construction to start late tall 
on the Kitimat line.” 

Davis said "one of the big 
facts of life here" is that if 
would cost less*lo pipe Alas- 1 
kan oil from Kitimat to Chica¬ 
go than by any other route. 


But he said earlier in the 
meeting that "our experts, 
anyway, tell us there isn’t 
much in it (Kitimat pipeline) 
‘for British Columbia. The 
only thing that would partway 
rescue the Kitimat line would 
be some deal whereby 
everyone west o^.the Rocky 
Mountains got a special rate."

Pay accord reached 
in B.C. construction 


VANCOUVER (CP) A 
tentative agreement has been 
reached between 10 const roc- 
lion unions and the Construc¬ 
tion Labor Relations Associa¬ 
tion. bargaining agent for 
most o f the major construc¬ 
tion contractors in British Co¬ 
lumbia. 

A spokesman lor the Inter¬ 
national Union of* Operating 
Engineers said Saturday thai 
details of the agreement 
would lie released later. 

The B.C. and Yukon Build¬ 
ing and Construction Trades 
Council and CLRA held their 
first direct bargaining talks 
on March 9. 

The council's initial demand 
w as tor $1.30-an-hour over one 
year from May 1. The amount 
was one cent more than the 
trades settled for in 1976. al¬ 
though that was rolled back to 
51.17 by the federal Anti-Infla¬ 
tion Board. 

The building trades had 
asked for additional statutory

holidays and were trying*to 
get back benelits such as hot 
lunches and walking time 
which the Anti-Inflation Board 
ruled against last year.

Prime Minister Morarji De- 
sai's cabinet ordered the un¬ 
precedented dissolution Fri¬ 
day but Jatti a member of 
the Congress party, refused 
ret implement the decision. 

India's constitution binds

he had refused at first and 
then signed the decrees. 

His proclamations place the

At a time when Canada is 
upping with a record of 
almost a million rgistered 


Canada can't afford, the disenchantment 
of today's young people.

unemployed, and a city with a 
pleasant reputation like Vic¬ 
toria has more than 1ft per 
cent of its labor force official¬ 
ly out of work, people are still 
mouhing old myths and accus¬ 
ing..the young, of^y^jng to rip 
olf the system. 

IT IS THE KIND of thing 

this reporter has come across 
in**«*veral weeks of research. 
A&d- i* is touched on in some 
current studied some of 
which haven't yet been made 
public. 

Those riiaking the accusa¬ 
tions don’t consider some 
harsh truths which are show¬ 
ing up: like the increasing 
compalint that young people 
are pouring out of high school 
badly prepared lor today's 


labor market; that even when 
they are qualified and willing, 
the labor market isn’t pre¬ 
pared to absorb them. 

The jobs that used to he 
waiting have dried up. Big 
employers such as the forest 
industry are playing it close 
to-the vest. And the kids of 
the mill towns, like those in 
other limited employment 
areas, find themselves bat¬ 
tling disillusionment and frus¬ 
tration. 

WHEN AM. El-SR fails, 
many of them cut the apron 
strings and .join adult workers 
in what spenis to have be¬ 
come a trek to the New Jeru¬ 
salem Alberta. 

If unemployment means 
many things to many people, 
it surely, presents a picture of 


hopelessness for a lot of the 
young people of Vancouver Is¬ 
land. 

And for different reasons. 

In the Cowichan Vajley, for 
instance, an advisory commit¬ 
tee reporting to Canada Man¬ 
power has concluded there is 
little reason for optimism on 
the part of the young. It dealt 
with people under the age of 
25 and found that 64 per cent 
of those rescinding to its sur¬ 
vey were without work. 

In an unreleased report 
which has been described as 
politically dangerous. the 
committee has also noted dis¬ 
crimination against the young 
job hunters even on the 
part of the professionals who 
are supposed to be helping 
them.

BI T THE CATCH is that 
only a small percentage came 
up with a full summer of em¬ 
ployment, something so many 
students were counting on to 
pay for their education this 
year. 

Those who have just recent¬ 
ly compiled the results of that 
survey realize the current job 
drought is going tf> prove 
more punishjng .this summer 
for the more than 4.000 stu¬ 
dents who will presumably he 
looking for work. 

There is little argument 
againsl the fact that the di¬ 
sease of the economy is strik¬ 
ing Canada in its vital organ* 

in this case the yfoung. Of 
the 8,800 recently lisled as un¬ 
employed in Greater Victoria, 
almost half were under the 
agp of 25. 

There are those (sometimes 
the victims Ihemsplvbs) who 
say Canada cannot afford the 
disenchantment of today's 
young people, that for every 
qne locked oui, of the worka¬ 
day world you can add a drop 
of impurity to tomorrow 's life¬ 
blood of the nation. 

WHILE THE unemployment 
of tbe young might be consid : 
ei-ed the most tragic chapter 
of the history, there is nothing 
pretty about what is happen¬ 
ing to the older worker. 

More heads of households 
are finding themselves out of 
work for painfully long 
periods of time. At the time of 
this writing about 30 per cent 
of the province’s 40.000 con¬ 
struction workers were. idle, 
as were 86 per cent of of Ihe 
peak labor force of 900 ship¬ 
yard workers at Yarrows 
Ltd. 

Despite arguments to the 
contrary, there is , evidence 
that significant numbers of 
the .jobless are going to Alber- . 
ta. This, too, is viewed as a 
tragedy.

CAIRO. Egypt lUPIt 
Nearly 100 Egyptians who 
worked in Libya a reived in 
Cairo Saturday, exiielled by 
Col. Noam mar Khadafy along 
with all Syrian, Sudanese and 
Palestinian doctors in his na¬ 
tion. the .Middle East News 
Agency said. 

The agency said many of 
the 397 deportees worked for 
a construction firm building 
projects for the Libyan arms 
About 600 Egyptians, out of 
an estimated 200,000 working 
in Libya, have been deported 
in the past two days. 

Egyptian officials in Cairo 
said they were preparing for 
more dentations in view of 
the rapidly deteriorating rela¬ 
tions between the two nations 

In a separate dispatch, the 
agency said Khadafy had 
given the foreign doctors, who 
work at Libyan military hos¬ 
pitals. 72 hours to get out of 
his country, and announced 
they would be replaced by So¬ 
viet doctors. 


The state-owned ' agency 
said Khadaty's original expul¬ 
sion order dated April 23 
wa§ postponed to await the 
arrival of tire Soviet replace¬ 
ments 

A Caiio weekly jnagazine 
also reported that Egypt and

T HE REPORT of an unemployment insurance study 
released last summer, it may be recalled, said 
that the majority of Canadians receiving benefits were 
not in real need The report, by Christopher Green, a 
professor of economics at McGill University and Jean- 
Michel CouSlneau^ a member of the staff of the 
Economic Council ol Canada, said that in 1974 only 33 
per cent of the beneficiaries were heads of families or 
the main providers of households. Single sons and 
daughters made up 38 per cent of the total, other 
relatives 17 per cent, and persons who were not 
members of family units the other 12 per cent 

One conclusion from the study was that new 
approaches might be in order. A billion-dollar negative 
income tax plan, the report suggested, would 
distribute income more equitably than an additional 
billion dollars in uneihployment insurance 
expenditures received largely by secohctary earners. 

This report and others, however, have failed to 
leave their marks on the government s unemployment 
insurance policy, which has not extended to a new 
approach but only to the tightening of the rules for 
qualification and payment, without regard to need 
Workers now must be employed for eight weeks 
out ol 52 to qualify for benefits Until this week the 
government's plan was that the qualification period 
would be raised to 12 weeks. The proposed 
amendments announced on Tuesday by Manpower and 


- Immigration Minister Bud Cullen would result in 
regional differences in the qualification period, 
related to the differences in unemployment rates. 
Where the unemployment rates are highest the 
required period of work will be ten weeks, where they 
are lowest. 14 weeks. The amendments also will 
permit the Unemployment Insurance Commission to 
pay a maximum' of 32 weeks of additional benefits 
where unemployment is worst. The government 
proposal before this change was a 20-week maximum. 

The proposed amendments' will ease the 
cutbacks in unemployment insurance spending the 
government intended this year, and they recognize 
•that, in the minister's words, there is not equality of 
opportunity to secure employment across the 
country " But they will do little or nothing for people 
in those places where work is seasonal and brief, 
rarely extending beyond eight weeks in a year They 
still will allow more benefits to be paid to people in no 
real need of them. 

- A good case can be made- surely, that persons who 
seldom work for more than a few months of the year 
and who are in need should be sustained by other help 
than that available from a so-called insurance

shortages the urban boom 
seems certain to spell trouble 
— big trouble 

Until recently, little thought 
whs given to energy conserva¬ 
tion It was cheap we thought 
there was lots ot it. add it was 
wasted.

Even now that the picture 
h.is changed, efforts to save 
tuel and electricity have met ' 
with little success 
In fact, total energy con¬ 
sumed in urban areas has in¬ 
creased at a faster rate over 
the last five years than in any 
previous five-year period 
Although danger estimates 
are focusing on the end of this 
century — just two years shy of 
a quarter-century away — 
serious problems are already 
with us 

For instance projected 
figures for the year 2000 say 80 
per cent of Canadians wili be 
living in communities with pop 
illations of more than one thou¬ 
sand . But. right now. no less 
than 78 per cent reside in those 
so-called urban areas. 


With this, in nund our 
government proposed and now 
finds itself preparing to host an 
international seminar on 
habitat and energy It will 
draw more than 140 specialists 
to Ottawa next October from 
eastern and western Europe 
and across North America. 

The seminar will act as a 
forifln for nations to discuss a 
range of long term policy op¬ 
tions. taking in settlement and

All those who stood up to ap- 
plaud Victoria Aid. John 
Hayes’ attack on the Rohani 
Building, sit down for a mo¬ 
ment. please 

Bob Siddall, the Victoria 
architect who designed the 
building that is to Fill the empty 
space at 747 Fort, came in to 
the office the other day to 
make a few points. 

First, he said, the building 
wasn't going to be 14 storeys as 
stated by Hayes, but 11 storeys, 
and that includes the pedestal 
on which it sits. 

He also said Hayes was 
wrong in his descriptions of the 
building's color. Rather than 
black. glass, it would have 
“golden bronze glass." The 
concrete wouldn't be grey, but 
“a warm beige concrete 
finish.” 

Siddall also criticized Hayes 
for giving wrong information 
with regard to San Francisco s 
zoning laws. That city, said Sid¬ 
dall.. didn't ban financial in¬ 
stitutions from the downtown s 
main floors. It simply limits 
the frontage any one use can 
occupy on certain streets and 
certain properties 

Siddail caught Hayes with 
three inaccuracies and the 
alderman stands to be accused 
of sloppy bbmework. especially 
if he planned to launch a major 
attack. 

Siddall made a few more 
points worth pondering, 
regardless of whether one 
agrees with them or not. 

Architects, he said, can only 
work within the framework of 
rules and regulations, laws and 
bylaws established by society. 
They can’t work to please the 
whims of people who write ar¬ 
ticles. 

In addition to the fact that 
the Rohani Building's design 
complied with all rules* and 


regulations. Siddall said it also 
was "a beautiful building ” 

To copy European cities, he 
said, would be folly. Turning 
back .time, he added, didn t 
even work in Europe, leave 
alone in North America. 

He also wondered why 
architects were consistently 
singled out for massive public 
criticism. 

Siddall certainly is one of 
Victoria's most competent 
architects. It is also certain 
that he designed the Rohani 
Building with definite inten¬ 
tions of creating something 
lasting and beautiful 

As a matter of fact. I am con¬ 
vinced that if called upon, Sid¬ 
dall couldn’t only duplicate the 
designs of MacLure, he could 
probably improve on them con¬ 
siderably. 

The question comes down to 
personal taste I don’t know 
whether the public would like 
the design to take shape on 
Fort Street 1 don t. 

Siddall didn t like much what 
I wrote in last Thursday's 
column and I probably can't 
blame him. The difference is 
that he only had to look at my 
column for a few minutes. I'il 
have to look at buildings 1 don't 
like for the rest of my life. 

★ ★ ★ 

When* someone tells you 
government-run operations are 
a losing proposition, tell him to 
take a good look at the Greater 
Victoria Water Board. 

The water board is run by 
Victoria. Saanich and Oak Bay. 
and it’s probably one of the 
most profitable iittle empires 
ever set up by government 

Much of the credit goes to the 
stoic Ronald Upward whose un¬ 
assuming title is that of water 
commissioner. Victoria Aid. 
Murray Glazier said the other 
day Upward runs his operation 


like a fiefdom. which comes 
pretty close. 

Upward runs his empire out 
of a one-storev building on the 
Old Island Highway. His 
quarters would be considered 
inadequate by many a civil ser¬ 
vant of lesser stature 

Upward does more than just 
administer the water supply 
for Greater Victoria. He plans 
30 years ahead, keeps his plans 
flexible enough to accom¬ 
modate unexpected change — 
and he makes money ^ 

It wouldn’t be difficult to 
make money by simply charg¬ 
ing high rates, although the 
provincial government seems 
titb* u nab le to do e ven that in 
the case of the ferry system 

No, Upward makes a killing 
for his employers in the lumber 
business. Last year, he cleared 
$500,000 through selective logg¬ 
ing operations in the Sooke 
watershed 

And when Upward says 
selective, he means it. He 
would rather fight all three 
municipalities than let 
anvthing detrimental happen to 
his watershed 

Under the firm guidance of 
Upward, the water board has 
been able to pay cash for most 
of its expansion projects. Only 
the last few years did the board 
borrow some money. 

Upward is most impressive 


when he expounds on his plans 
for the future. 

He crams more information 
on economic conditions. s.oil 
structure in a pipeline right-of- 
way. fiscal pitfalls, engineer¬ 
ing details, into a fiv^minute 
dissertation to the board than a 
firm of consulting engineers 
does in a $50,000 study. 

Upward, in short, is probably 
the greatest asset Victoria. 
Saanich and Oak Bay have. 
All of which proves that even 
government-run businesses can 
operate well, depending on who 
is at the helm. 

★ * ★ 

To call last Tuesday 
meeting at Victoria c ity hall an 
"open budget debate" was an 
insult. 

Any debate that usually ac¬ 
companies budget-trimming 
sessions had already been 
wound up after several months' 
of secret meetings. 

Tuesday's exercise was one 
of deception. The only reason 
the meeting was held e was to 
give the impression that the 
budget hadn't been given final 
approval in secret sessions.

Tommy Douglas will be retiring from the federal wars in 
the not-too-distant future and so far the NDP hasn't been 
able to come up with $ny names strong enough to strike ter¬ 
ror into the hearts of political opponents 

We know that Williams has been working hard In Van¬ 
couver East to sow seeds of discontent among the con¬ 
stituents regarding veteran Alex Macdonald. And we know 
that Alex, no fool when it comes to in-fighting, has rallied a 
lot of supporters to his cause and defence. Included among 
those supporters are some Solid members of the caucus. 

Could it be that Williams is looking elsewhere, like 
Cowichan-Malahat? Sure Barbara Wallace holds the seat 
now, and holds it well. But dhe’s a loyal party member and it 
isn't beyond the realm of possibility that she could be con¬ 
vinced she should resign to make way for the heavy hand of 
Williams. 

Should that be Williams’ strategy, he may have another 
surprise coming. He isn’t as popular in the party as he once 
was. He hasn’t been popular since he signed the $80,000 deal 
with the Nanaimo Commonwealth Society and asked for the 
cash to be placed in trust with his lawyer before he agreed to 
do a planning job for them 

It was in May. 1976. that TV reporter Andy Stephen said 
on the tube, and yours truly wrote in this space, that the NDP 
convention in Penticton, while cheering Williams’ sacrifice 
and Dave Barrett’s return to the fold in public.was sharply 
divided in the back rooms. 

Not everyone rejoiced at Barrett's return *and not 
everyone warmed to the smiling Williams. 

The comments made by Stephen and myself drew some 
sharp criticism, not only from NDP party loyalists, but from 
our colleagues who claimed we'd dreamed up a story. Well, 
that’s almost a year ago and I'm still saying that the rift we 
observed in Pentiction is still there. And I'm also saying that 
if Williams tries to parachute himself into Cowichan- 
Malahat it will grow wider. 

There is a third reason why Williams could be rooting 
around in Barbara Wallace's backyard. He is. officially, a 
researcher for the party caucus and could well be doing 
research work. 

But that theory has to be suspect simply because he » 
been a researcher for a year now and. unless he's working on 
some great blockbuster yet, to be un yeiled. hasn't ach ieved 
any great distinction. 

To be fair to Williams, his presence in Duncan has 
caused a nervious ripple or two among faint-hearted 
Socreds. They feel they have a chance, one day, of knocking 
off Barbara Wallace, but they tremble at the thought of going 
up against Williams. 

That attitude probably demonstrates better than 
anything else why they try. election after election, to 
overthrow the NDP stranglehold on the riding without suc¬ 
cess The Cowichan-Mala hat Socreds obviously don't know or 
understand their people. 

Mrs. Wallace, a homebrew lady of not inconsiderable 
charm, can. in mv opinion, hold that seat for as long as she 
wants it. But I don't think even some of the strongest 
NDPers would buy Williams or support him. 

If the Duncan Socreds knew their community, they 'd be 
doing their best to encourage Mrs. Wallace to step down and 
Willaims to step up to the scratch mark. It would be their 
best chance of ever doing what they've dreamed of for to 
long.

MOSCOW (LTD - The ScF • 
\iet Union, fighting the na¬ 
tional predilection for strong 
spirits, has developed a beer 
so low in alcohol that it Is 
*afe for children, the elderly 
and athletes in training, the 
newspaper Trud reported Sat¬ 
urday. 

Trud said the beer, made 
from barely malt but with the 
traditional golden color and 
<mell of hops, had an alcohol 
content of no more than eight- 
tenths of one per cent. The 
content of normal Soviet beer 
Tanges from 4 to 10 per cent. 

The secret is the addition of 
a special yeast, said Valeria 
Isayeva, a chief of the Mos¬ 
cow All-Union Scientific Re¬ 
search Institute of Beer and 
Non-Alcoholic Drinks. 

Soviet officials ha\c been 
pushing beer and hvas. a 
drink made of slightly fer¬ 
mented bread, to replace 
vodka and brandy in a con¬ 
tinuing campaign against 
drunkenness. The new beer is 
e v e n w w ik c rp -thw kva*. - 

Trud said the Ministry of 
Health Protection was recom¬ 
mending the beer for "chib 
dren and old people and even 
far athletes who are keeping 
to a very strict regime.” 


“It contains mineral sub¬ 
stances useful for the orga¬ 
nism. vitamins and albumins. 
The new beer is very good 
when you feel thirsty and at 
the same time it is very nutri¬ 


tious. One bottle of beer con¬ 
tains approximately the same 
number of calories as a per¬ 
son gets from a light supper.” 
Isayeva said.

CALGARY «CP> Statis¬ 
tics confirm that oil and natu¬ 
ral gas drilling activity set 
Canadian records in 1976. the 
Canadian Petroleum Associa¬ 
tion says. 

The association said 3.689 
wells were completed last 
year for a total depth of 18.4 
million feet of hole. 

That, compared with 4,242 
wells for 13.9 million feet of 
hole in 1975. an increase of 
.14.1 p ar c a n t and 3 4 9 per rW iL 
respectively. 

The previous record year 
for footage drilled was 1965. 
and 1973 was the record year 
loY number of wells complet¬ 
ed. the association said. Fig¬ 


ures for the two years were 
not released. 

Alberta led the list of prov¬ 
inces with most wells drilled 
with 5,046 in 1976, up from 
3.C32 in 1975. 

Saskatchewan was second 
with 257 wells drilled last 
year, a drop from 275 the 
year previous. 

British Columbia reported 
175 wells drilled last >*ar. an 
increase from 75 in 1975.

( ^iwls. an increase of five 
from 1975. 

The Northwest Territories 
had 27 wells drilled last year, 
a drop from 43 the year pre¬ 
vious.

J. L. Stoik. presidenl of 
Gulf Oil Ltd., told his com¬ 
pany’s shareholders that re¬ 
cent natural gas discoveries 
in Western Canada had 
"given the mistaken impres¬ 
sion that decisions can be de¬ 
ferred on pipelines out of the 
Arctic.” 

. Both. Daniel and Stbik 
agreed that the current gas 
surplus was only temporary 
and would be quickly ab¬ 
sorbed by the need to re¬ 
plenish supplies in existing 
markets.

ROUYN, Que. (CP) — Que¬ 
bec will suffer economically 
unless the Parti Quebecois 
government changes some of 
the provisions in its proposed 
language legislation. Prime 
Minister Trudeau said Satur¬ 
day. 

Trudeau described ms very 
serious a threat by the Royal 
Bank of Canada to move its 
head office to Toronto from 
Montreal unless the Quebec 
government softens its stand 
on the use of French in cor¬ 
porate operations. 

He said he hoped the bank's 
threat would persuade the 
Parti Quebecois to change the 
proposed legislation, which 
would include penalties for 
companies for not making 
French their language of 
work in the province. 

The Royal Bank, Canada’s 
largest, “has a right to do a 
lot of their operations in En¬ 
glish.” Trudeau said during a 
question-and-answer session 
with about 200 members of 
the Abitibi Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. 

The federal government is 
reconsidering plans to move 
some departments to Quebec 
from Ottawa because the pro¬ 
posed language legislation 
would forbid children of new- 
. omers to Quebec to attend 
English schools 

Trudeau said the federal 
government had also hoped to 
establish some national parks 
in Quebec, but the Quebec 
government was blocking the 
efforts. 

Trudeau said the Parti Que- 
becais platform of indepen¬ 
dence with continued econom¬ 
ic association with Canada 
perplexes him. 

Quebec, like all provinces, 
already had independence in 
such areas as education, civil 
law and natural resources, 
and was associated with a 
federal government that took 
responsibility for banking 
policy, external affairs and 
defence. 

Trudeau’* visit, to this gold- 
mining community in 
northwestern Quebec was the 
first since last December 
when he attended the funeral 
of Real Caouette, former So¬ 
cial Credit leader and long¬ 
time member of parliament 
for Temiscamingue.

Too many drivers and law¬ 
yers needlessly plead guilty 
because they think there is no 
defence for charges backed 
b y incriminating breath- 
analysis tests, he said Friday 
in a speech to the Advocates’ 
Society, a group of trial law¬ 
yers. 

Lawyers should take ad¬ 
vantage of mistakes made by 
police and the prosecution in 
bringing the case to court, 
McRae said. 

Police and Crown attorneys 
were often unprepared for a 
defence, he said, but some 
judgr* were so bored with 
hearing guilty pleas that they 
gave a very fair hearing to a 
spirited defence. 

There were probably 
hundreds of impaired-driving’ 
oases awaiting trial in Toron¬

But he can make a plastic 
tube glow, air run like liquid, 
and a cork fly when he gets 
metal wet. 

A member of the chemistry 
department at the University 
of Victoria, Dixop is one of 
several professors who have 
taken time out this spring to 
take the magic of science to 
Victoria classrooms 

Tt*e "magic shows'" are de- 
fcigfied to show students that 
science is not drudgery, and 
that there are many strange 
and wonderful things th^j 
scientists can do. 

One way of coming as 
“close to magic as we can 
come." Dixon told students at 
Arbutus junior high last week. 


is by a little-understood ex¬ 
periment with iodine. 

Mixed with other chemicals 
in a beaker, the iodine solu¬ 
tion starts out clear, gradual¬ 
ly assumes a yellow shade, 
and suddenly turns opaque 
blue-black. The color begins 
to thin and becomes clear be¬ 
fore restarting the cycle,. 

What is happening. Dr. 
Dixon said, is that iodine is 
detected by one chemcial 
which turns the solution yel¬ 
low, and then destroyed by 
antother which turns it deep 
blue. But another reaction 
produces iodine, starting the 
cycle again. "‘There are about 
20 different reactions going on 
at once." he said. 

Another experiment demon¬ 
strates various kinds of en¬ 
ergy. It includes the unlikely 
.combination of a beaker with 
an acid solution, two wires, of 


magnesium and copper con¬ 
nected to a flashbulb, and a 
Coca-Cola bbttle stopped with 
a cork. 

The acid solution represents 
chemical energy which, when 
combined with the two wires, 
produces electrical energy. 
This races through the flash¬ 
bulb, producing both heat en¬ 
ergy and light energy. The 
light energy splits hydrogen 
gas molecules contained in 
the Coke bottle so that they 
combine with chloride gas. 

The chemical reaction 
blasts the cork out of the bot¬ 
tle with a loud bang, repre¬ 
senting both kinetic and sound 
energy. 

The next trick is a demon¬ 
stration of cold light, using a 
small plastic tube containing a 
glass tube inside. When bent 
so that the glass tube breaks, 
chemicals from the two tubes 


unite, producing heatless 
light. 

In a similar demonstration 
of this property in chemicals 
in beakers, which glowed with 
a soft fluorescent worthy of a 
place in any teenager’s room. 

Dixon also brought out a 
jug of liquid nitrogen, steam¬ 
ing at 400 degrees Fahrenheit 
below zero. 

Poured from the jug, drops 
of the cold gas wiggled crazi¬ 
ly acrioss the floor. And aging 
tomato was clumped in the 
boiling, bubbling brew, and 
emerged moments later as 
hard as a billiard ball. A rub¬ 
ber hose became brittle and 
real daffod ils ,is cold as ar¬ 
il flowers. 

They may not have learned 
a invar deal about science, 
but the students did learn that 
there is "magic"’ happening 
in the laboratory.

must’ for Saanich

The jiossibility of Saanich 
and- Victoria having two or. 
more full-time aldermen 
should be investigated by Mu¬ 
nicipal Affairs Minister Hugh 
Curtis, Saanich Aid. Ian' Cass 
said in an interview Saturday. 

Cass intends asking council 
to request a study by the min¬ 
ister. a former Saanich 
mayor, "because our munici¬ 
pality has become so big and 
complex that it's impossible 
lor an alderman to tulfil his 
responsibilities on a part-time 
basis.” 

He will propose that a 
mayor, deputy mayor and two 
senior aldermen be chosen by 
the electorate, with all serv¬ 
ing the municipality on a full¬ 
time basis with the appropri¬ 
ate financial .recompense. 

A former member of the 
Georgetown. Ont., council and 
planning board. Cass said 
there was a significant execu¬ 
tive task to be done at the 
council level, “especially in 
our rapidly developing com¬ 
munity” 

He agreed the need for full¬ 
time aldermen was not as 
pressing in developed areas. 

"But such a system will cer¬ 
tainly ^id Saanich and f>er- 
haps Victoria city council."

Since taking office Jan. 4. 
Cass s*id, he had attended 34 
night meetings on council 
business and 57 day sessions. 

"That's 91 meetings in four 
months; it gives one an idea 
of the amount of time needed 
for this job." 

Cass said he wls in Jhe for¬ 
tunate position of-be i ng able 
to devote almost full time to 
the job. and realized the task 


facing aldermen w-ho cannot 
devote the same amount of 
time. 

"It's a horrendous task try¬ 
ing to keep on top of things; 
meetings alone can kill you 
beside all the other matters 
that come to your attention 
that you are expected to dpal 
with.” 

It was essential, he said; 
"we find a solution to this 
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-felt 
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most pressing problem. Ha\- 
•ng two or three full-time al¬ 
dermen is worth a try.” 

He agreed there were pit- 
ftills to his proposal but would 
like Curtis’ ministry to study 
it. 

Cass said the workload has 
not surprised him. "But we've 
been a lot busier than I ex¬ 
pected,” 

The heavy workload could, 
he said, result in extra council 
and committee meetings 
being held by council. 

"I'm against meeting after 
31 p.m.” he said. “If We can’t 
get through an agenda by that 
time meetings will have to be 
adjourned to the next night or 
another convenient date. 

“I feel that 11 p.m. is quite 
late enough to be conducting 
business, especially when one 
considers that people are 
tired and more prone to rush 
through important items just 
to get them completed."

That project combined 
with an extension through 1 
Goldstream Provincial Park 
that brought the total distance 
to 10 miles — cost about S3 
million, half of it paid by Ot¬ 
tawa as part of the Trans- 
Canada Highway project. 

OI.D HANDS in the high¬ 
ways department shudder 
when the twinning of the 
stretch between the Douglas 
Street turnoff and the Thetis 
Lake overpass is referred to 
as the Trans-Canada high¬ 
way.

Details of 
what is involved in ancillary 
work for the new four-lane 
divided highway are still not 
public, nor is a map of the 
route.. 

si.mii.ar mystery sur¬ 
rounded the original project, 
one the people ^of Victoria 
seem to have lived fairly har¬ 
moniously with ever since the 
Burnside intersection 'Was re¬ 
jigged soon after the highway 
was opened. 

^ There won’t be any new- 
overpasses or bridges in the 
new project, which, along 
with the completion of the 
Bhinshard Street Extension, 
is due to be finished^Oct. 31, 
197G. "weather and** strikes 
permitting.”

And. according to highways

.Many visitors to the Vic¬ 
toria area have been charmed 
by the api>earance of the 
stretch now being tom apart 
by H. B. Contracting’s 60 em¬ 
ployees but they’ve never had 
to fume in a morning traffic 
lineup. 

IN THE 2T> years since It 
was built, the landscape on 
the verges of the -14-foot road¬ 
way had relumed almost to a 
natural state, with rocks 
sprouting ferns anti mosses. 
Now it’s hatk to naked rock 
in the name of progress. 

Mere statistics from the of¬ 
ficial contract don't tell the 
real story of the task facing 
the contractors, .but firsl 
they’ll be -clearing . 86 acres 
of land .some of its contain¬ 
ing buildings of which all but 
a few are owned by the high¬ 
ways department. 

EXCAVATION of 241.000 
ruble yards of earth and rock, 
part of it the existing 
roadbed, will follow, then the 
laying of 25 culverts ranging 
from 12 to 36 inches in diame¬ 
ter before the new roadbed is 
laid. 

The base will require 
204,000 tons of gravel and the 
final surface will consist of 
38.200 tons of asphalt. 

At a cost approaching $2 
million a mile, it's one of the 
most costly projects undertak¬ 
en by the B.C. highways 
ministry in dollars per mile 
terms, and it’s the single cost; 
best project e\ er on southern 
VancouvWLJslanil.

While the defending league 
champion beat third-placed 
Ipswich in a violence-packed 
game. nearest challenger 
Manchester City crashed to a 
1-0 defeat away to Derby 
County. 

Liverpool's bitter clash 
against Ipswich in front of a 
capacity 55.000 home croud 
left it undisputed leader at the 
top of the First Division with 
52 points. Manchester Qty 
trails with 50 points, followed 
by Ipswich at 49 and Newcas¬ 
tle. 47. 

There are just a few games 
left for* each club as the 
42^match season reaches its 
climax. 

The Liverpool win was not 
without cost*. In some of the 
most violent scenes witnessed 
at Anfield in recent years, 
live players were cautioned 
with the yellow* card, thjj 
game was stopped for one 
minute when angry fans 
threw bottles and other mis¬ 
siles into the Ipswich goal 
area, and Liverpool's Steve 
Heighway w as wheeled off the 
field on a stretcher with a 
serious eye injury after a 
clash with Ipswich captain 
Mick Mills.

Sea resort battles profit for sun-starved tourists 


PHUKET ISLAND. Thai¬ 
land — Here is perhaps- Thai? 
land's ultimate bfeauty spot : 
miles of barely touched tropi¬ 
cal beaches, jagged limestone 
cliffs rising out of the sea. 
lush mangroves, jjiant sea 
turtles and coral gardens. 

The wild seascapes served 
as # backdrops for a James 
Bond movie thriller, The Man 
with the Golden Gun. Tourist 
brochures urge lovers of die 
unspoiled and the secluded to 
* # see it now.” 

Four hundred miles away 
lies Pattaya, a skyline of 
high-rise international hotels, 
a beach polluted by oil slicks, 
pony droppings and a colony 
of young hustlers preying on 
sun-starved * European 
tourists. Pataya is billed as 
Southeast Asia’s 'complete 
sea resort.” 

Some tourist officials and 
environmentalists view Pat¬ 
taya as a classic example of 
unbridled tourist development 
and Phuket as a test case of 
whether even the world’s 
most far-flung paradises can 
be at least partially preseVved 
from builders, travel agents 
and governments eageri for 
tourist revenue. 

There is talk about trying to 
go back to step one at Pat¬ 
taya by putting in controls 
most agree should have been 
there when big private devel¬ 
opers moved in less than 10 


years ago and -found a quiet* 
fishing, village and a single 
modem hotel on a lovely- 
curve of the Gulf of Siam. 

As for Phuket, the Tourist 
Organization pf Thailand is 
trying to implement a master 
plan. It calls for strict zoning 
to keep commercial en¬ 
terprises from encroaching on 
beach areas, forbidding hotels 
taller than coconut palms, 
and other measures designed 
to lessen the impact of antici¬ 
pated mass tourism on the en¬ 
vironment. 

What makes Phuket an 
even sharper contest of 
beauty versus profit is that 
the 2S-by-10-mile island and 
its offshore areas form one of 
the richest tin deposits in the 
world, contributing about two 
cent to Thailand’s gross 
national produut. 

"The beaches in the south¬ 
ern part of the island are al¬ 
ready irrevocably degraded.” 
said environmental engineer 
Harvey Ludwig. “Even if tlie 
onshore tin mining stopped 
today, it's doubtful that na¬ 
ture could restore them ex¬ 
cept over a period of many 
decades.” 

On shore, miners punch opt 
eyesore craters which are 
rarely refilled and dump silt 
into streams that flow into the 
sea. Offshore, floating 
dredges suck up everything 


off the sea floor down to bed¬ 
rock, then disgorge all but 
tin concentrates back into the 
water. 

An average-size dredge ean 
eat up about (5,000 cubic yards 
of seabed a day, "completely 
destroying the existing 
m&nne ecology in the area,” 
said Ludwig, an American ex¬ 
pert who wrote an environ-, 
mental report on Phuket for 
the Thai government last 
year. 

A more subtle destruction 
may come trorrr the silt and 
mud wastes which settle on 
coral, a fragile organism 
which needs sunlight filtered 
through clear water to live. 

Tourism in any real sense 
began here about five years 
ago. Growth has been slow 
largely because of the island's 
distance from Bangkok — a 
good day’s drive — and the 
small airport which can cur¬ 
rently handle only small turbo 
jets. 

There are still just a few 
large hotel*. Some beaches 
are dotted with bungalows or 
local houses that take in 
young travellers for the equiv¬ 


alent of 50 cents a night. 
Other beaches have no ac¬ 
commodation and can be 
reached only by dirt roads or 
paths. 

But the TOT estimates that 
by 1983. some 760,000 tourists 
will flock to the island, com¬ 
pared with the 20.000 that 
came in 1S75. The airport will 
be expanded and hotel rooms 
will multiply to about 8,000 
from the current 800.

I is a Lutheran city of two mil¬ 
lion. West Germany's largest. 
It also is the setting for the 
most erotic sin city of this or 
! any continent. 

About 3,000 licensed prosti¬ 
tutes provide tlie main in¬ 
dustry of the bright avenue 
called Reeperbahn and its 
side streets In a district 
known as St. Pauli. Among itr 
50 bars, clubs and hotels, 
only the far limits of the 
Imagination define the bound* 
of commerce. 

Police patrol the Reeper- 
bahn faithfully from fhe dis¬ 
trict's own police station at 
the comer of David Strasse. 
But don't count on them to 
spare you from your own 
folly. 

Before taking a matter to 
the Reeperbahn police, a visi¬ 
tor should consider that vice 
| has Its ow n chamber of com- 
j merce here. 

For jeears a syndicate 
called Tbe Black Gang con¬ 
trolled the Reeperbahn Beat¬ 
ings and extortion were com¬ 
mon. 

About '* decade ago Ham- 
! burg oflicials set out to steri- 
I lize the district just enough to 
J keep it profitable and under 
I control. They have succeeded. 

! The newspaper Bild-Zeitung 
' estimated recently that the 
Reeperbahn grosses $25 mil¬ 
lion annually, and much of 
that amount comes from 
loreign visitors. 

Hawkers outside scores of 
bars and clubs whip back vel¬ 
vet curtains and urge sight¬ 
seers of both sexes to step in¬ 
side for a look. That may be 
the only sensible way to sarn¬ 
ie the offerings of the- -Ree¬ 
perbahn. 

To take a seat risks grave 
offense to tbe sensibilities and 
to the traveller's budget. 

One exception, for those of 
broad mind, nught be a night¬ 
club called Oolibri. It is so 
much thp class of the Reeper¬ 
bahn lhat it fills the civic 


need for an almost decent 
destination for visitors._ 

It offers live music ancTlTve 
sex, both highly •professional, 
in a setting of rouged wall 
hangings and satin panels and 
mirrors. In a peculiar center 
logc. when 1 \isited there, a 
portly German man sat as a 
spectator, attended by three 
young women in a scene that 
jiarodied the bacchanalia so 
faithfully caned on ancient 
Grecian friezes. 

On the stage there paraded 
a series of convincing ]x»r- 
formers of two or more sexes 
whose costumers saw, little 
use. 

In the chilling craft of au¬ 
tomating sex, the Germans of 
Hamburg win it all. 

The check after an hour 
long show and two rounds of 
schnapjies and beer came to j 
about $12 per person: a glass 
or two of Scotch could have 
doubled or tripled tlie cheque. ' 
The price provided the only 
modesty"of the evening. 

Toward the end of the per¬ 
formance a night tour bus 
emptied into the Oolibri: that, 
as everywhere.' is the safest 
- • and proablv also, the 
dullest way to see nighl 
life.

The Adolfo was built in 
VaUsgow in 1905 for the rub¬ 
ber boom on the upjrer Ama¬ 
zon. And if you like jungle 
boats on the funky side 

• like Humphrey Bogart’s Afri¬ 
can Queen i this is the 
dreainboaf tor you. 

The Adolfo is 120 feet. 
Sleeps 26 in 14 cabins. Runs 
from Iquitos to Leticia in a 
far comer of Colombia, taking 
j six days, through blow-gun In¬ 
dian country. 

.The cost is $350. A good 
enough price but the Adolfo is 
no luxury' cruise ship. She 
looks every bit of her age 
maybe a little better for il in 
a jaunty way. 

The mattresses are foam 
rubber. It’s hoi and sticky 
You spray yourself with repel¬ 
lent. But there's always a 
couple of mosquitoes who 
wade right through. Some put 
a welt on you like a golf ball. 
But - - 

”1 wouldn’t have missed 
this for anything in the 
world!” That’s what every 
persop said at the end of this 
trip. 

* Probably because there is 
nothing else like it in the 
world. The Amazon is at flood 
stage now. spilling water into 
the rain forest. 

The real adventure on the 
Amazon is exploring these 
, twisting tributaries. 

The Adolfo puffs out every 
two weeks from Iquitos. 2300 
miles up from the Amazon s 
mouth on the Atlantic. Atlan¬ 
tic freighters still come up 
here with cargo. 

The boat only draws six feel 
of water. We can nose right 
up to the muddy bank where 
Brahman cattle graze in 
f green fields dotted with palms 
and breadfruit trees. 

This is Yagua Indian 
country. 

We trade ballpoint pens and 
flashlights. Pish hooks and 
cravolas. For these we gel 
seed neeklaces decorated with 
bird feathers. Bark drawings. 
Alligator skulls and miniature 
blowguns.

T he real blow gun is seven 
feel. A Yagua hunter can,nail 
a monkey 100 feel up in .a 
treetop every time. 

Peter Jenson is an anthro¬ 
pologist who came from 
America 14 years ago. This is 
how he explained it: 

"The blowgun is the In¬ 
dian’s living. Sure, he can 
trade and buy a shotgun in 
Iquitos. But one blast and all 
the game in the jungle takes 
off. 

"With the sijent blowgun. a 
Yagua can pop one monkey 
after another. The dart is 
tipped with curare it’s a 
paralyzing drug. The hit mon¬ 
key drops. But the rest in the 
treetops pay no attention." 

' The Yaguas and Jivarus are 
no country yokels in trading 
with the tourist business. 

To keep things typed up. 
they pined a 10-sole Peru¬ 
vian banknote to a palm tree. 
A half dozen Yaguas they 
wear grass skirts lined up 
35 yards away and each 
puffed off a dart. 

Every dart locks into the 
note. And most of them go 
right into the central seal 
Jenson said: "They take 
two pieces of a very hard ma¬ 
hogany. Make a groove down 
each one. Bind them together 
with pitch and vine. 

"Then the hard work starts. 
They work river sand through 
the bore about three 

months. Finish off another 
month of polishing it “‘with 
clay.” 

^The dart has a little down- 
tip to the nose. Looks like the 
supersonic Concorde drooping 
nose. The dart flies better this 
way.

PORTLAND. Ore. For 
North American?, skiing in 
summer has traditionally 
been a pursuit of the rich and 
experienced *- those rich 
enough to go to Chile. New 
Zealand or Australia or those 
with the mountaineering expe¬ 
rience needed to find the hid¬ 
den snowbowls of the Rockies. 

That is about to change. 
This spring, a major ski 
resort has become the first in 
North America to offer lift- 
serviced skiing year-round. 

At Timberline. Oregon's 
principal ski area about 60 
qples east of PorUand. a new 
frhatrlift gives access to the 
upper slopes of Mount Hood, 
an area previously reached 
only by snowcat. Its opening 
marks the beginning of a new 
period in the long skiing his¬ 
tory of Timberline Lodge. 

Skiing began in this area In 
1906 around the town of Gov¬ 
ernment Camp, a short dis¬ 
tance down the mountain 
trom Timber!'.ne. Skiers then 
used long, thick staves of* 
hickory or ash and 10-loot- 
long poles 

They hiked up the moun¬ 
tain. which rises to a height of 
11.245 feet, and skied down in 
long, sweeping turns known 
as telemarks, the world’s first 
recognized ski technique 
Lifts were installed in 1933 
and as many as 10.000 people 
came on weekends in the 
1930s to ski at . Mount Hood. 
And it was there, in 1937. that 
Hjalmar Hyam. operator of 
l he rental shop at Govern¬ 
ment Camp, invented the re¬ 
lease binding.

The government sponsored ! 
a mass evacuation and the j 
population of this northern j 
city in the tropics dropped to J 
less than 10.000. Today it has 
soared beyond the 19T4 figure 
of 43.10Q, thanks to a building 
program started in May, 1375. 

Since then, homes have 
befen built at the rate of 400 a ' 
month. That means 14 homes I 
finished each day, or one I 
home every two hours, for j 
nearly two years. 

In the 1974 disaster^cyclone 
winds of up to 88 miles an 
hour flattened most of Dar¬ 
win’s 9,000 suburban homes 
but left the city centre vir¬ 
tually intact. 

Today Darwin can boast of 
the reconstruction of every 
old suburb plus the building of 
j two new ones. - 

This has been done partly 
by private enterprise,, partly 
by .the public sector—the 
city’s housing commission 
and the cyclone-inspired Dar¬ 
win Reconstruction Commis¬ 
sion. 

Here and there throughout 
the suburbs there are a few 
remaining “dance floors”— 
just the pillars and floors of 
homes that blew away during 
(tyclone Tracy. 

And a drive along some of 
the city’s avenues will reveal 
gentl^ leaning light poles, 
pointing silently in the direc¬ 
tion of the cyclone's howling 
withdrawal. ' 

But the dominating picture 
of Darwin is one of boister¬ 
ous, almost frenzied growth.

and you’re In trouble. Tbe 
cabbie sits in his comer and 
look* at you, but if he’s con¬ 
cerned it doesn't show. You 
get in as beet you can. 

Fact is. the passenger com¬ 
part inent of a London cab is 
about 18 inches above the 
ground, and that’s a high step 
up if you’re not entering from 
a high curb. And the hand 
holds are so awkwardly- 
placed you almost have to get 
ip on your, hands and knees. 

However, If your handicap 
I»ermit.s walking, even on • 
crutches or with a cane, 
you're not likely to epcounter 
t<x> many difficulties on an or¬ 
dinary trip. But there are 
some things you may &ant to 
avoid. 

By taking a second-class 
sleeper on the train between 
London and Inverness, for ex¬ 
ample. you save about $16. 
But you’re likely to find 
yourself at least l6 cars from 
ihe dining car. And that's a 
long walk, whether you make 
your way through the moving 
train or at one of the longer 
stops along the station plat¬ 
form. • 

Generally second class is 
farthest from the restaurant 
car, wherever you travel, so 
you have to pay one way or 
the other. 

“You’re usually advised to 
travel first class on the Conti¬ 
nent because of the crowds 
using second-class accommo¬ 
dation. But even first-class 
coaches have steep steps and 
awkwardly-placed hand rails. 

Another hazard of rail trav¬ 
el in Europe is the shortage of 
pollers and luggage tars. At 
the Gare^Austerlitz in Patti, 
for instance, the luggage 
carts are confined to the sta¬ 
tion platform and if you ar¬ 
rive in the evening you’re not 
likely to find a porter. And 
you’ll be lucky to find a lug¬ 
gage cart in the first place. 
They don’t make it easy for 
you. 

Something else to keep In 
mind when arriMng at Gare 
Austerlitz in the evening: The 
station- bank is closed and if

One Paris facility that's de¬ 
finitely better is Charles de 
Gaulle Airport with its mobile 
ramp tubes spoking off in all 
directions aci-oas the hole in 
this doughnut-shaped terminal 
to ctnivey you comfortably to 
your exit level. It's convenient 
and walking distances are 
negligible. 


Not so at Iymdon’s 
Heathrow. After arrival here 
you have to walk as far as 
you do at Montreal's Dorval, 
without benefit of a mobile 
walk. Better ask for a wheel¬ 
chair if you-have a rush con¬ 
nection to make. 

Canada's new Mirable In¬ 
ternational Airport is well 
equipped to meet the needs of 
travellers with disabilities. 
Ihe distances are short and 
those mobile ramps, make 
movement easy. No problems 
here. 

Sometimes you meet a dif¬ 
ficulty you hadn't expected: 
Nof long-ago I was on a TAP 


Portuguese airline-flight 
that stopped at Terceira in 
Ihe Azores for refuelling. The 
airport is controlled by the 
United States military- as part 
of their base there and the 
plane landed about three Jong 
city blocks irom the terminal 
-building. Passengers a re-not 
allowed to remain aboard dur¬ 
ing refuelling. The walk 
wasn’t impossible but a time- 
consumer for a slow walker. 
A word to a flight attendant 
Brought a wheelchair w-ithin a 
few minutes and the trip to 
the terminal - building was 
speeded up. 

These observations are 
based -on j>erNonal experience 


on a recent trip. Ppople v£i?h 
disabilitie^xcan travel almost 
anywhere but it’s advisable to 
make some inquiries in ad¬ 
vance. If you can walk with a 
cane, you can usually man¬ 
age.

Another child stands shuf¬ 
fling his feet and waiting ap¬ 
prehensively with his paf’ents 
to speak to the person in 
charge. 

And still another an older 
boy who was in court recently 
on a charge of possession of* 
marijuana — is working one 
of the machines in a cubby¬ 
hole. 

All have soirfethlng in com¬ 
mon - they either know they 
have a learning disability and 
are there to correct it. or they 
want to find out' if they do 
have learning problems. 

The knowledge that learn¬ 
ing disabilities exist is not 
new. In fact, it's been known 
for 1? years that some indi¬ 
viduals. for a variety of rea¬ 
sons. have difficulty learning. 
These individuals do not nec¬ 
essarily have low intelligence 
Quotients. 

The ability to discover the 
existence of a disability, iden¬ 
tify it and treat it is just in 
the infant stage in New 
Brunswick. 

Only two centres exist 
one in neighboring Saint John 
and the one here in the Rothe¬ 
say elementary school. It 
opened last September. 

Alter hours, the school is 
transformed into the New 
Brunswick Diagnostic Centre 
and is operated by a board of 
directors who hope to open 
satellite centres in other 
areas of the province. The 
hoard has applied to the fed- 
j eral department of health for 
! a $1.5-million grant to-operate 
! the centre here, train staff 
: and help open other centres. 


Dr. S. K. Saroj. employed 
by the school district as direc¬ 
tor of the centre. in an inter¬ 
view, discussed why it has 
taken so long for learning dis¬ 
abilities to be dealt with. 

, He said parents have recog¬ 
nized problems for some time 
but “it seems, that the educa¬ 
tion dei*artment is not that 
aware qf what a learning dis¬ 
ability is.“ 

Statistics show* that between 
10 and 15 per cent of children 
enrolled in New Brunswick 
schools have some sort of dis¬ 
ability between 16.1)00 and 
24.000 of the 164,000 students 
in the province. 

Saroj. v who with eight others 
volunteers his services after 
school, said the centre, 
through a variety, of tests of 
speech, vision and hearing, 
first determines whether a 
child has a learning disability 
and its nature. Workers then 
try to treat the problem. 

J‘We try to determine the 
problems that are causing 
problems in the learning 
process of the child.” 

Ninety per cent are motor- 
perceptual and many, when 
identified, can be rectified in 
a matter of weeks. 

The term “learning disabili¬ 
ty” may mean many things. 
For exam[»le. a child’s read¬ 
ing might he affected. He 
might suppress a letter in a 
word. He might have double 
visiort and therefore cannot 
see in three dimensions. His 
’‘directionality” might be off 
and therefore would have 
poor co-ordination. 

Treatment time varies, but 
“most problems are of a very 
minor nature and can be re¬ 
medied within a week’s 
tirtie," said Saroj.

Hormones key 
to heart ills? 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
Columbia University doctor 
suggested last week that a 
hormonal imbalance resulting 
in abnormal levels of female 
sex hormones in men may be 
a key factor in heart at¬ 
tacks. Dr. Gerald P. Phillips 
based his hypothesis on a 
comparison of the ratio of fe¬ 
male to male sex hormones in 
the blood of 13 healthy men 
and 15 men who suffered 
heart attacks before the age 
of 43. 

He reported a high con-ela¬ 
tion in the increased level erf 
the female sex hormone es¬ 
tradiol with other factors- as¬ 
sociated in some way with 
hean attacks — diabetes-like 
sugar and insulin abnormali¬ 
ties and elevated levels of 
lats in the'blood. 

Phillips said In the April 
issue of the Proceedings of 
the National Academy of 
Sciences that these observa¬ 
tions raised the possibility 


“that a disturbance in the re¬ 
lationships of the serum sex 
hormones is the ma jor predis¬ 
posing- factor for myocardial 
infraction iheart attack) in 
men.” 

"If this Is confirmed, then, 
it should not be difficult to 
identify people who would be 
vulnerable to heart attacks 
and then we'd have to deter¬ 
mine some way to alter these 
h >rmone levels in order to pre¬ 
vent hean attacks,’’ Phillips 
said in a telephone interview. 
“This would be to my mind 
rather easily feasible if this is 
confirmed. ’’

If you’re flying 
over France you identify 
yourself in English and give 
English code words to stale 
exactly where you are." *

French. "That’s fine." he 
said. “As long as we know 
which they are they can be 
reserved purely for French- 
speaking pilots. But the inter¬ 
national airports must always 
be controlled- in English, and 
so must all airports handling 
a mix of private and commer¬ 
cial aircraft."

TORONTO <CPi It takes a 
European to appreciate true 
Indian culture, says Margaret 
Cozry, an Oiibwa Indian from 
Pari> Sound. Ont./who wants 
to restore authenticity to na- 
live crafts. 

"It's an .unpalatable fact 
IhaT Europeans are more in¬ 
terested in Indian crafts than 
Canadians." says Miss Cozry. 
owner of The Algonquians, a 
Toronto ctaM store devoted 
enijrMy to Indian art. ‘'We're 
so used to seeing < heap imita¬ 
tions of native arts from 
Japan that the crafts have 
lost their value. 

Miss Cozry. who feels she 
has a duty to educate both 
white Canadians and Indians 
on the richness of the Indian 
heritage, criticizes many so- 
called native designs which 
are actually white inventions. 

Even the use of beads, often 
associated with Indian cul¬ 
ture. was in fact introduced 
by the white man in the 16th 
century, she said. \ 

"Ji a German tourist comes 
into the 6tore, he knows ex¬ 
actly what he is looking for,’' 
she says. "Sometimes it’s em¬ 
barrassing. If he wants a 
buc kskin coat for example he 
will ask for one with quills in¬ 
stead of beads because he 
knows that quills were what 
the Indians originally used.” 

Miss Cozry, who blames 
much of the perversion of the 
Indian culture on the s chool , 
system, said she was appalled 
by the shoddiness of the goods 
available when she first 
opened her store almost two 
years ago.

Amercans are searching 
for an ersatz drink that will 
satisfy the national addiction 
to coffee and cut the cost of 
what has become a $4-a-pound 
caffeine habit. 

Coffee roasters and con¬ 
sumers are touting java sur¬ 
rogates ranging from natural 
grains tb soybeans now- that 
coffee is the Champagne of 
the breakfast table. 

The United States consumes 
more coffee than any other 
nation. Shoppers now pay be¬ 
tween $2.38 and $3.49 a pound, 
but there is no relief In sight 
with retail prices expected to 
hit $4.50 a pound by early 
summer. 

General Foods Corp. of 
White Plains, N.Y., the No. 1 
coffee roaster, has invented 
Mellow Roast — a blend of 
coffee beans and natural 
grains for a "smooth, mild 
coffee flavor" — that is,-sub¬ 
stantially cheaper than its 
traditional ground Emd instant 
brands. 

Folger Coffee Co., the No. 2 
roaster based in Cincinnati, is 1 
test marketing flaked coffee I 
to extend the amount of coffee 
extracted per pound. The 
product offers a 15 per cent 
savings pei^cup. 

Consumer resistance to

The L’.S. Chess Federation, 
one of the best such organiza¬ 
tions in the world, really did 
it with its recent Marshall In¬ 
ternational chess tournament 
in New York. 

It was a sort of a sad story 
• lor our champion Peter Biyia- 
sas of Vancouver, who scored 
a fabulous 9-5. grabbed thp 
third prize ami still missed 
his Grandmaster title by a 
scant half-point. 

He only had himself to 
nlame. with his only loss com¬ 
ing through Roberto Kairtin of 
the Philippines, a complete 
unknown whom Peter should 
polish off with his eyes half- 
closed. 

But look at the success of 
the U.S. players in the tour¬ 
nament. according to a spe¬ 
cial dispatch supplied to me 
courtesy of the USCF. which 
does a fine lob in the publicity 
field as well. 

First of all. comparative 
old-timer Andrew' Soltis tied 
for first place with a former 
Torontonian. grandmaster 
Leonid Shamkovich (both 
9 1 --4* 3 ». thus getting his first 
grandmaster norm, fie needs 
one more such performance 
in the next tew years and he’ll 
be ft-GMv 

Then there’s Michael 
P.ohde. a New Yorker who 
was a well-known chess 
player four years ago. at the 
age of 13. Now at 17. he’s*ful- 
filled two international 
master norms in two consecu- 
t i v c international tour¬ 
naments. thus getting the IMI 
title. 

Next came Mark Diesen of 
Maryland. 19. already the 
world’s junior champion, this 
time scoring an . excellent 
8 5 i-3Vs, tying for fourth place 


with British ace Michael 
Stean. 

Diesen automatically be¬ 
came an IM by winning the 
world junior, but he not only 
proved his strength in the 
.Marshall he came within a 
point of fulfilling a grand¬ 
master norm. 

Finally there was Kenneth 
Regan of Texas, one of the 
most interesting 17-year-old 
chess players in North Ameri¬ 
ca. 

With two rounds to go 
Regan needed two wins for 
his first IM norm. All he had 
*lo do was beat Shamkovich 
and former U.S. champion Ar¬ 
thur Blsguier. both grand¬ 
masters.

Fruit fly clue to our makeup?

One of the most intriguing 
questions confronting scien¬ 
tists is tust how a single egg 
cell c an develop some 160 to 
200 different types of cells 
that somehow organize them¬ 
selves into the creature we 
.call man. . 

Some scientists believe they 
have i handle on the tail end 
of the process with a theory 
they have called patterning. 

■Patterning, it turns out. 
deals with how the cells of 
almost any body organize 
themselves to form structures, 
like an arm or a leg, the 
lingers of the hand. One H 
these scientists. Dr. Lewis 
Wo*pert, a biologist at the 
Middlesex Hospital Medical 
School in London, explained 
the* Concept rests on some 
rather'bizarre experiments in 
which fruit flies, for example, 
have been made tc grow legs 
out of their heads rather than 
antennae, and chick embryos 
have developed four digits on 
their wings rather than three 
because of the introduction of 
mouse tissue into their, devel¬ 
opmental systems. 

It would seem. Wolpert in¬ 
dicated, that the life of a cplj 
is not solely governed by the 
genetics of its DNA (deox¬ 
yribonucleic acid) mplecule. 
but also by the environment 
in which if finds itself. 

The types of cells found in 
man and chimpanzee, he 
noted, are just the same. The 


difference, he suggested, lies 
in the secret ol their organiza- . 
tion. 

The pattern concept., Wol¬ 
pert explained, is a new -di¬ 
mension in biology that is su¬ 
perimposed on this genetic 
basis. It argues, he said, that 
#the full expression of the cell 
is not only governed by its 
genetics, but also by the jtosi- 
tion it finds itself in the devel¬ 
opment of the organism. 

For example, he noted that 
experiments with Iruit flies 
have shown that, by altering 
a single gene, it is possible 
to turn the antenna of such a

“WE TAKE anyone.’’ Pa¬ 
tricia Hilbom, one of the co¬ 
ordinators, says. The clientele 
is confined mostly to welfare 
recipients, who can earn up to 
5100 a month without affecting 
their welfare status, and low- 
income people who need odd 
jobs to supplement their 
wages. 

With Victoria’s high unem¬ 
ployment. many of the names 
in the file are male at the 
moment. In better days, the 
number of men and women 
available for work is about 
equal. 

SELF-HELP takes into ac¬ 
count disabilities such as bad 
hacks, or children who need 


babysiters for jobs outside 
school hours, when placing its 
clients. They cannot hold 
down a regular job. but they 
can be available at certain 
times for short periods. 

In some cases, the work, is 
more valuable than the 
money. “Some of our people 
just need to get out of the 
house for a few hours every 
week,’’ she says. 

The society had problems 
placing one man who listed 
writing poetry and playing the 
violin aS'his only skills, but it 
did find work for a piano 
player. 

ITS PRINCIPAL source or 
income has been a. grant of 
about S4.U0U from the human 
resources ministry, wliich 


goes toward paying utilities 
and office expenses and a 
small membership fee of $2 
collected from its clients. 

This year, because of a 
mix-up in its application, the 
society’s financing was cut 
off, and an evaluation is now 
being done by the ministry. 

The society is hoping the 
evaluation will show' the 
worth of the program. 

“We don’t have to find too 
many .jobs in a year to save 
the government S4.000,” vol¬ 
unteer David, Shebib says. 


Immigrant youths 
bane of dentists 


TORONTO fCP> - Children 
of immigrants to Canada, who 
have grown accustomed to 
junk food, are becoming a 
dentist's nightmare, a paedo- 
dontist told a conference on 
dental health this week. 

Dr. Albert Shapira, a chil-,. 
dren’s dentistry' specialist at 
the Hospital lor Sick Children 
in Toronto and the Ontario 
Crippled Childrens’ Centre, 
said he sees children from 
ethnic communities whose 
teeth are “badly decayed be¬ 
cause they have developed 
terrible eating habits since 
they arrived in Canada." 

“So many immigrant fami¬ 
lies are unaware of the poten¬ 
tial dangers and the high 
sugar content in much of the 
snack ami pre-packaged food 
they buy. 

“Coming from a different 
background where there are 
few additives in their native 
food, they don't understand." 

Shapira also criticized the 
placing of vending machines 
in public and secondary 
schools, saying: 

“All snack food available is 
high in white sugar which is 
absolute dynamite to healthy 
young teeth.” 

Shapiro said sugar is the 
No. I killer of teeth and also 
the underlying cause - of 
heart disease ami other relat¬ 
ed illnesses. 

He also cr itic ized parents 


who kill their kids with kind¬ 
ness” by pacifying their need 
for affection by giving them 
candies and other sweets.

The researchers, also as¬ 
sociated with the University 
of California at Los Angcle*. 
first tried the nicotine gum on 
one smoker, identified as Mr. 
A. He had snicked one pack dt 
cigarettes a day for four 
years and then increased his 
smoking to 2's packs daily for 
tiie three years preceding the 
study. 

During those last three 
years. Mr. A had tried to quit, 
smoking four times but he 
claimed ‘‘nicotine withdraw¬ 
al" had thwarted each of his 
attempts to give up ciga¬ 
rettes. He said the symptoms 
included heightened irri¬ 
tability. quickness to anger, 
sudden mood changes, a ten¬ 
dency to leel ‘•frantic’* and a 
severe craving for cigarettes. 

Mr. A. was given three 
doses of nicotine gum, con¬ 
taining 1, 2 and 4 milligrams 
of the drug. He also received 
a gum that did not contain 
nicotine but which appeared 
and tasted identical to the nic¬ 
otine gum. Each gum was 
coded and Mr. A was told to 
choose a gum as needed and 
to note his response. 

The report said ,Mr. A was 


able to distinguish among the 
gums on the basis of their 
ability to alleviate withdrawal 
symptoms. The 4 mg gum 
worked tor two liours whi> 
the 2 mg gum was effective 
lor one hour and the least 
jxnverful was.good for 20 min¬ 
utes. 

Mr A immediately iden¬ 
tified the dummy gum by its 
lack of effect and was able It) 
perceive differences in the 
others the way a strong ciga¬ 
rette might differ from a 
weak cigarette. 

During the first week’of ab¬ 
stinence. Mr. A used the 4 mg 
gum three or four times daily 
to control irritability and to 
ward off other symptoms. 

‘ Alter the first week olf cig¬ 
arettes'. Mr. A used the gum 
less frequently and in lower 
doses. By the end of the sec¬ 
ond week, he had phased out 
the 4 nig gum and relied on 


three pieces of 2 mg daily. By 
week three, he was down to 
one piece of J mg gum daily* 
and then he discontinued the 
gum use. 

Mr. A reported the gum hail 
been a painle&s and necessary 
aid in giving up smoking. At 
last check, seven • tenths 
later, he remained off ciga¬ 
rettes. 

Two other tests then were 
conducted on the other men 
who were stopping smoking. 
One was given a dummy gum 
for one week and the other 
was given nicotine -gum for 
two weeks. 

The man on the eum with 
no nicotine reported increased 
feelings of anxiety, frustra¬ 
tion. decreased alertness and 
severe craving for cigarettes. 
The subject who used nicotine 
gum experienced no such 
symptoms until he discontin¬ 
ued gum use. 


The man given the dummy 
gum started smoking as soon 
as the study ended and the 
other subject resumed smok¬ 
ing a lew weeks later. The 
researchers said ‘‘If he had 
been allowed to pace* his use 
of the gum in response to 
craving as Mr. A had done, he 
might hove been successful in 
remaining abstinent." •

MONTREAL (CP) — A unit 
specializing in the care of 
high-risk babies has drama¬ 
tically lowered the infant 
mortality rate it* its five 
years of operation at .Mon¬ 
treal's Jewish General Hospi¬ 
tal. 

The unit has been so 
successful that it has been ex¬ 
panded to 30 cribs from 1<3, 
says Dr. Morrie Gelfand. the 
hospital's chief of obstetrics 
| and gynerology. 

The key to the drop in 
deaths is close cooperation 
j between pediatricians - doc- 
1 tors specializing in children — 
i and neonatologists. who spe¬ 
cialize in the care of high-risk 
babies. High-risk babies in- 
j elude those born to mothers 
, over 35 years of age and those 
1 with diabetes. Gelfand said. 

The first step in saving the 
| life or a high-risk baby is 
identifying its problems early 
' in the pregnancy. Gelfand 


said its first five or 10 min¬ 
utes of life are often crucial to 
its survival or future health. 

One doctor said there is a 
I*ychoIogical bonus that goes 
with having the delivery room 
and the neonatal intensive- 
care unit in the same hospi¬ 
tal. 

"Mother and child are not 
completely separated. They 
are still on the same floor and 
the mother can visit her baby 
in the intensive-care unit." 
She can breast-feed the baby 
when possible. 

Survival of the child de¬ 
pends on "an excellent obste¬ 
trician plus an excellent neon- 
atologist and, above all. on 
continuous communication 

The teamwork has paid off 
in mortality statistics. The 
hospital’s record for stillborn 
babies and those who die 
within the first seven days of 
life compares favorably with 
the Quebec average.

LOS ANGELES (UPD — 
Anjelica Huston, daughter of 
film director John Huston, 
will testify against movie¬ 
maker Roman Polanski at his 
trial on charges of drugging 
and raping of a 13-year-old 
girl. 

The district attorney’s of¬ 
fice said that In return 
charges of possession of co¬ 
caine against Miss Huston, 26, 
would be dropped. 

“Her testimony can put the 
girl in the bedroom with Po¬ 
lanski,” Deputy District At¬ 
torney Michael Montagna told 
reporters. “It corroborates 
the girl’s story.” 

Polanski. 43, former hus¬ 
band of slain actress Sharon 

T Tate Knd director of suoh 
movies as Rosemary’s Baby 
and Chinatown is to go on 
trial in Santa Monica May 11. 

He has pleaded innocent to 
six felony courts including 
one count of furnishing a drug 
to a minor and five counts of 
sex abuse. TJie girl in the 
ease has not been identified. 

Authorities have said Po- 
’anski. who was a friend of 
the girl’s mother, took her to 
the Bel Air home of actor 
Tack Nicholson on March 10 
for what he said was to be a 
nhoto session for a magazine. 
Nicholson was away at the 
time. 

After the girl’s mother com¬ 
plained to police, they went to 
Nicholson’s home with a 
search warrant and arrested 
Miss Huston on charges of 
possessing a small amount of 
cocaine. She was released on 
31.500 bail. 

“There is no contention that 
she (Miss Huston) was in¬ 
volved in the sex thing.” Mon¬ 
tagna said. “Part of the con¬ 
sideration for not filing (for¬ 
mal) charges is that she will 
appear as a witness. 

Polanski has made no state¬ 
ment except to tell reporters 
he was innocent and would be 
vindicated. 

% The charges were filed after 
the girl’s mother reportedly 
overheard her daughter in a 
telephone conversation with a 
friend' telling of events that 
happened while she was with 
Polanski. 

Polanski’s lawyer, Douglas 
Dalton, indicated in Santa 
Monica court previously that 
he would file pre-trial motions 
seeking an inquiry into pre¬ 
vious sexual activities of the 
girl. 

“The facts that we’re aware 
of/’ Dalton said, “show that 
before the events of this case, 
this girl engaged in sexual ac¬ 
tivities. We want to . know 
when, with whom and why 
those people were not prosec¬ 
uted.’’ 

Under a California law 
which t<vk effect Jan. 1. 1975. 
a woman’s sex history cannot 
be used to impeach her char¬ 
acter in a rape case.

LONDON CP) — Canada 
and other members of the so- 
called London Club of Nucjear 
Supplier Countries have com¬ 
pleted another of their secret 
meetings on halting the 
spread of nuclear weapons. 

The British foreign office 
refused, as it has in the past, 
to disclose any details of the 
two day session, which ended 
Friday at an undisclosed loca¬ 
tion. 

The groujf/irst met in 1975, 
when it included Canada, the 
United States, West Germany, 
the Soviet Union, France, 
Japan and Britain. 

It since has grown to 15 
members, with the accep¬ 
tance this week of Swit¬ 
zerland, w'hlch just ratified 
the Nuclear Non-Proliferation 
Treaty and is a supplier of 
heavy water technology used 
in stone kinds of reactors. 

Other members are Italy, 
Belgium, Sweden, the Nether¬ 
lands. East Germany, Poland 
and OpechosidC^kia. 

Officials indicated that, a 
chief topic this week was the 
recent apjjeal by U.S. Pies- j 
ident Carter for a new inter- ^ 
national effort to stop the 1 
spread of technology and ma- I 
terials that could be used to | 
make bombs.

This would undoubtedly 
make it necessary to con¬ 
struct several new schools in 
Victoria and Vancouver, as 
Chris Harker of 4557’Montford 
Crescent in Victoria pointed 
out recently in a well laid out 
letter. 

Compare this to the likely 
cost per year ol Bill 33 of 
about $10 million iNDP fig¬ 
ures). and it’s obvious the 
v hole thing even makes finan¬ 
cial sense. 

One further thought tor 
those who consider indepen¬ 
dent schools elitist, separatist 
,and what not. 

There’s a growing number 


of married (and even un¬ 
married) couples in this 
country paying heavy taxes 
for education even though 
they have no children. • 

As a matter of fact, the 
most common ‘‘average fami¬ 
ly” in the U.S. is no longer 
mom and dad and two kids. 

L-atest U.S. government sta¬ 
tistics show that the most 
common average family in 
the U.S. as of now consists of 
husband and w ife, both work¬ 
ing and childless. 

And there are 7.1 million • 
such families in the U.S., 
which means that per capita, 
we shouldn't be far off these 
ligures. / 

.Just imagine all those fami¬ 
lies deciding all of a sudden 
that education is elitist; and 
putting its whole burden on 
those with children. 

Let’s hope it never happens.

CROFTON — A proposal by 
British Columbia Forest Prod¬ 
ucts Ltd. for a large dryland 
log sort more than 1,000 feet 
offshore here will have to 
meet the approval of local 
governments and various en¬ 
vironmental agencies. 

A spokesman for the provin¬ 
cial land management branch 
in Nanaimo. Jack Perry, tuld 
the Colonist that the $3.5- 
million development connect¬ 
ed to the shore by a mile-long 
causeway would not go ahead 
until these bodies have been 
heal’d from. 

He was asked to comment 
on a news release issued April 
21 by the forest , company 
after its annual meeting, 
which indicated a large cen¬ 
tral dryland sorting area 
would be constructed at Crof- 
ton by 1978. 

President and chief operat¬ 
ing officer of BCFP K. P. 
Benson, said in the '‘news 
release on the meeting 
that the Crofton dryland sort 
would process logs from 10 of 
the company's logging divi¬ 
sions. 

"When completed in 1978,” 
Eenson said, “almost 100 per 
cent of BCFP’s coastal log 
production will be processed 
over dry sorting grounds and 
bundled. 

On Tuesday of last week, 
the Cowichan Valley Region 
District office in Duncan just 
received notice from the de¬ 
partment of lands, forests and 
water resources. 

The form said the depart¬ 
ment was entertaining an ap¬ 
plication to lease certain 
crown foreshore for the con¬ 
struction of landfill and cause¬ 
way purposes for a proposed 
dryland sort east of the Crof¬ 
ton pulp and paper complex. 

“As the land lies within 
your jurisdiction, it would be 
appreciated if you would ad¬ 
vise us within 15 days 
whether or not this proposal 
is in conflict with your plan¬ 
ning and management objec¬ 
tives,” it stated. 

The Colonist contacted Jack 
Perry of the land manage¬ 
ment branch. Nanaimo office, 
to determine whether the pro¬ 
posal w-ould be going ahead 
with or without approval from 
local governments and envi¬ 
ronmental agencies. 

Perry said the proposal was 
not a new one and the land 
management branch, along 
with some federal agencies, 
had been studying it for some¬ 
time.

CARROTS FOR STORAGE 

(B.McQ., Victoria) 

In heavy, sticky soil such as 
you describe. I think you 
would have better luck if you 
gr< m* Hie short, stumpy kinds 
of carrots rather than the 
lone, slim beauties as sold to> 
ok in the supermarkets* 

Some carrot* with good 
storing qualities are Red-core 
Chantenay and Royal £hen- 
tenay. For summer use and 
for freezing, I suggest Scarlet 
Nantes, Nantes Half-long, or, 
ttm newer miniature carrot, 
Baby Fingers Nantes. 
POISONOUS LABURNUM 
(F.C., Saanichton) 

All parts of the laburnum 
tree leaves, bark, seeds 
and roots are poisonous to 
animals and man if eaten in 
any substantial quantities. 

I would think it unlikely 
however, that cattle woulcFtie- 
liberately feed off the tree if 
they have plenty ‘of green 
grass and other herbage, for 
the leaves are bitter end can¬ 
not be very appetizing. 
Nevertheless, it would be 


wise to prune so no branches 
are within their reach. * 
BRUISED GRASS 
(G W., Victoria) 

I coujdn’t find any trace of 
insect damage or plant dis¬ 
ease on the blades of grass 
enclosed in your letter, but 
what I did" notice was the 
white and ragged tips of these 
leaves of grass. 

From this, I w-ould say you 
are using a rotary power 
mower with a blade that 
needs sharpening. 

The white colpring of the 
grass tips is caused by the 
bruising of the grass by a dull 
blade, while the ragged edge 
shows that the grass Is being 
tom off rather than cut clean¬ 
ly. 

If you have the blade shar¬ 
pened professionally, I think 
you will notice a big dif¬ 
ference in the appearance of 
your lawn. 

AERIAL pOOT* 

'S.G.. Duncan) 

Those brown cords growing 
out of the upper stem of your 


Philodendron are aerial roots. 
They are serving no useful 
purpose on your houseplant. 
and as they are rather un¬ 
sightly, they are usually cut 
away, which is not in the least 
harmful to the plant. 

The Philodendron is a na¬ 
tive of the South American 
jungle, ' and in nature it 
always grows alongside one of 
the jungle trees; in fact, the 
name Philodendron means 
tree lover. 

As the plant grows taller, 
these cord-like aerial roots 
reach, out and attach them¬ 
selves to dirt-filled crevices in 
the tree bark, thereby helping 
to support the plant. 

Other aerial roots from 
lower down on the stem will 
arch downward, inserting 
their tips in the soil, and will 
act at braces or guys to help 
the plant remain upright in 
tropical stormy. 

Some florists grow their 
Philodendron specimens with 
a tall stage in the pot made of 
compressed moss; this serves 
the same purpose as the bark 


of a tree in nature. The peat, 
stick is kept moistened and 
the aerial roots attach them¬ 
selves to it. 

CRAB GRASS 

<F.M„ Maple Bay) 

There are several chemi¬ 
cals which will either kill or 
prevent crab grass in the 
lawn without damage to Hie 
lawn grasses. Potassium 
cyanate works very well, also 
phenyl mercuric acetate and 
disodium methyl arsenate 
These . are sold under the 
names Crab Grass Killer and 
Crab Grass Preventer two 
entirely different chemicals. 

I should point out. though, 
that crab grass is not at all 
common on Vancouver Island, 
and before investing in any 
Rarden chemicals, you should 
make sure, your pest is in fact 
crab grass and not couch 
grass. 

Couch - pronounced eooch 
— is an entirely different crit¬ 
ter and cannot be killed in 
lawns without harm to the 
su rround ing lawn grasses.

* Who s going to sue you ’ in Kitimat?

B.C. Energy Minister Jack 
Davis told Washington state 
officials last February that if 
he were an oil company he 
would prefer Kitimat to Puget 
Sound as an oil port site be¬ 
cause of the vast difference in 
spill liabilities. 

.The difference, he said, was 
a channel sparsely settled by 


Indians and a thickly-popu¬ 
lated, highly-developed area of 
valuable properties. 

The quote w as contained in 
a transcript of the meeting in 
Olympia, Wash., a copy of 
which has been obtained by 
the Colonist. 

Davis made his comments 
following a discussion in 
which he compared damage 
that might be incurred in a 
Puget Sound spill with dam¬ 


age from a spill in the Ki¬ 
timat area, where. Davis 
said, "there’s practically no¬ 
body ” 

A Washington state official 
is quoted in the transcript as 
saying to Davis: “ . .. 20 min¬ 
utes of this (Canadian Broad¬ 
casting Corp) documentary 
dealt vyith the rights of the In¬ 
dians on the Kitimat inlet.” 

Davis replied: ‘‘Well, thise 
fur really the only people 


who are physically located 
anywhere along that route 
with permanent residence." 

Davis said: ‘‘Well, if I was 
an oil company, looking at the 
two, Cherry Point versus Ki¬ 
timat, I would much prefer 
Kitimat because the damages 
in the ,Puget Sound-Strait of 
Georgia area have some dol¬ 
lar signs on them. People 
with property — waterfronts 
and so on. 


"In the Kitimat area, 
there’s practically nobody, 
and then the shoreline’s 
almost straight up and down. 
It's reck. 

“Who’s going to sue yt>u? 
Who's hurt? How do you 
quantify it? Very little dam¬ 
age that’s really identifiable 
in dollars up there even with 
a very bad oil spill, whereas, 
down here you c,xild have an 
incredible bill . " 


Davis said the cost of a Ki¬ 
timat line would be “far 
cheaper" than other proposed 
lines. If the federal govern¬ 
ment moved rapidly, he said, 
"there could be approval for 
construction to start late fall 
on the Kitimat line.” 

Davis said "one of the big 
facts of Mfe here" is that it 
would cost less to pipe Alas¬ 
kan oil from Kitirqai-to Chica¬ 
go than by any other route, 


But he said earlier in the 
meeting that “our experts, 
anyway, tell us there isn’t 
much in it (Kitimat pipeline) 
for British Columbia. The 
only thing that would partway 
rescue the Kitimat line would 
be same deal whereby 
-everyone west of the Rocky 
Mountains got a special rate.”

Gandhi 
states 
to vote 


NEW DELHI (API - In¬ 
dia's new government re¬ 
ceived presidential approval 
Saturday for assembly elec¬ 
tions in nine states controlled 
by former prime minister In¬ 
dira Gandhi’s Congress party. 

Acting president B. D. Jatti 
approved proclamations dis¬ 
solving the assemblies, ending 
a 24-hour battle of nerves with ’ 
I he Janata party that gained 
power in national elections 
last month. 

Prime Minister Morarji De- 
Sai’s cabinet ordered the un¬ 
precedented dissolution Fri¬ 
day but Jatti — a member of 
the Congress party — refused 
to implement the decision. 

India’s constitution binds 
the president to act in accor- 
. dance with the advice of the 
cabinet. Jatti did not aay why 
he had refused at first and 
then signed the decrees. 

His proclamations place the 
states under central govern¬ 
ment control — called pres¬ 
ident’s rule — pending the 
outcome of voting set for 
early June. 

Congress party leaders con¬ 
demned the move as a “dicta¬ 
torial act” and plans a strate¬ 
gy meeting today. 

Home Seofetary Charan 
Singh said the action was nec<- 
essary to carry orPthe “resto¬ 
ration of decmocracy” after 
the defeat of the Congress 
party.

cause of financial problems. 

An extensive survey has 
snown that the employment 
situation for UVic students 
last summer was not good.

BUT THE CATCH is that 
only a small percentage came 
up with a full summer of em¬ 
ployment, something so many 
students were counting on to 
pay for their education this 
year. ' 

Those who have just recent¬ 
ly compiled the results of that 
survey realize the current job 
drought is going to prove 
more punishing this summer 
for the more than 4.000 stu¬ 
dents who will presumably he 
looking for worK. 

There is little argument 
against the fact that the di¬ 
sease of the economy is strik¬ 
ing Canada in its vital organs 
in this case the young. Of 
the 8,800 recently listed as un¬ 
employed in Greater Victoria, 
almost half were under the 
age of 25. 

There are those (sometimes 
the victims themselves) who 
say Canada cannot afford the 
disenchantment ot today’s 
young people, that for every 
one locked out of the worka¬ 
day world you can add a drop 
of impurity to tomorrow's life¬ 
blood of the nation. 

WHILE THE unemployment 
of the young might be consid¬ 
ered the most tragic chapter 
of the history, there is nothing 
pretty about what is happen¬ 
ing to the older worker.

Goldman is the man respon¬ 
sible. He revolutionized the 
supermarket business in 1937 
wlien he invented the shop¬ 
ping cart. 

He has not become famous 
for his invention, but he has 
become very rich. For years 
he received a royalty on 
every shopping cart sold —- 
and there were millions and 
millions of them. 

When Goldman invented the 
cart, he was dn the super¬ 
market business, so he had 
plenty of incentive. His inven¬ 
tion led him to form the Foldr 
ing Carrier Corp. to make and 
market the carts. Today, he 
and his two sons ojievate 
Goldman Enterprises, with 
huge investments around the 
country in banks and real es¬ 
tate. He has also become a 
backer of the arts. 

Goldman’s shopping cart 
patents ran out some time 
ago, and he Has been out of 
the business since about 1935. 
But he still wears solid gold 
shopping cart cufflinks. 

"There is no question that 
this has been one of tile few 
inventions . . . that made pos¬ 
sible . . . the whole self-ser¬ 
vice operation in -''super* 
markets and drugstores or 
general merchandise stores," 
said Dr. William Applebaum, 
a recently retired expert on 
food distribution and lecturer 
at Harvard’s graduate school 
of business. 

Until 1937. shoppers — 
mainly women — had been 
loading groceries into wicker 
baskets that they carried 
under their arms. 

tfut the introduction of the 
cart "made shopping much 
easier,” said Applebaum, and 
also "made it possible to buy 
a larger order. Jn time the 
basket carts became larger 
and larger because the orders 
became larger and larger, be¬ 
cause the product mix in the 
stores UKreased." 

But most important, per¬ 
haps: "The retailers found 
that when they did have a 
larger basket, the customer 
bought more,” Applebaum 
said. 


In the morning Oklahoma 
City Times that day, Goldman 
had taken out a large teaser 
advertisement telling readers 
there was a "new device” in 
town: 

"Can you imagine wending 
your way through a spacious 
food market without having to 
carry a cumbersome shopping 
basket on your arm?” 

Goldman did not tell the 
public what the device was 
because he wanted shoppers 
to come to his Standard Su¬ 
permarkets to see w-hat it was 
all about.

Soften stance 

on language, 
says Trudeau 


ROUYN, Que. (CP) — Que¬ 
bec will suffer economically 
unless the Parti Quebecois 
government changes some of 
the provisions in its proposed 
language legislation. Prime 
Minister Trudeau said Satur¬ 
day. 

Trudeau described as very 
serious a threat -by the Royal 
Bank of Canada to move its 
head office to Toronto from 
Montreal unless the Quebec 
government softens its stand 
on the use of French in cor¬ 
porate operations. 

He said he hoped the bank’s 
threat would persuade the 
Farti Quebecois to change the 
proposed legislation, which 
Mould include penalties for 
companies for not making 
French their language of 
work in the province. 

The Royal Bank. Canada's 
largest, "has a right to do a 
lot of their operations in En¬ 
glish,” Trudeau said during a 
question-and-answer session 
with about 200 members of 
the Abitibi Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. 

The federal government is 
reconsidering plans to move 
some departments to Quebec 
from Ottawa because the pro¬ 
posed language legislation 
would forbid children of new¬ 
comers to Quebec to attend 
English schools 

Trudeau said the federal 
government had also hoped to 
establish some national parks 
in Quebec, but the Quebec 
government was blocking the 
efforts. 

Trudeau said the Parti Que¬ 
becois platform of indepen¬ 
dence with continued econom¬ 
ic association with Canada 
perplexes him. 

Quebec, like all provinces, 
already had independence in 
such areas as education, civil 
law and natural resources, 
and was associated with a 
federal government that took 
responsibility for banking 
policy, external affairs and 
defence. 

Trudeau's visit to this gold- 
mining community in 
northwestern Quebec was the 
first since last December 
when he attended the funeral 
of Real Caouette. former So¬ 
cial Credit leader and long¬ 
time member of parliament 
for Temiscamingue.

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‘We do not turn anyone who is in need’

^--AVJjelv, you might ask. can 
one got a room and three 
squares a day for four bucks? 

Where can a down-and-out' 
getfinto a residential alcoholic 
rehabilitation program with¬ 
out getting a rich uncle t<* 
pay? 

Where can a minimum* 
wager with alimony payments 
rest his weary brines after a 
day’s work? 

Where can the unemployed 
outcast who has been aban¬ 
doned by every other volun¬ 
tary and government agency* 
in town go to find rest, food, 
and even love? 

The Salvation Army that's 
vv here. 

The Army deals with what 
It calls "the shadow side of 
affluence in Canada today” 
mothers, fathers and children 
• bound'd from one agency to 
another as they slowly find 
their way to the bottom, older 
people still living on fixed in¬ 
comes while the rest of soci¬ 
ety marches to a new infla¬ 
tionary' heat, prisoners who 
are caught forever in the re¬ 
volving doors of Canada's 
"corrections” system. 

In these days ot^cradle-to- 
grave welfare systems, it 
seems strangp that the uni- 
lormed Salvation Army would 
have much < redence- in -the 
vast whirlpool of social assis¬ 
tance. But the Army is more 
than a system. 11 is a cause, 
and. its people are warriors. 

Salvation Army Commis¬ 
sioner Arnold Brown says the 
" ? iria 1 answer, is the grace of 
< '.od which alone can trans¬ 
form the individual: that can 
get the slum out of the man 
ufiilo human aid seeks to re¬ 
move the man from the 
slum.” 

But the road to that final 
answer can be a long one. and 
removing “the man from the 
- sUnn” is "no small task in it- 

NClf. 

The slum Is. thf Salvation 
Arm> ; maintains, more than 
just a physical condition. It is 
spiritual as well. The Salva¬ 
tion Arm^y hostel for Men at 
525 Johnson in Victoria is no 
lavish hotel, but a lavish hotel 
i< not going to solv e the prob¬ 
lems- of Hie people uhp live 
there any better. 

A tour of the facility with 
manager David Parry shows 
a bright, modern dining facili¬ 
ty in which tilling but inex¬ 
pensive meals can be ob¬ 
tained. Breakfast is GO cents, 
a hoi lunch SI .25. and sujiper 
SI 

The hostel - contains 33 single 
rooms, and 22 beds in its dor¬ 
mitory. The residents are not 
all aged, drunk, and unsha¬ 
ven Many are young, clean 
and neatly dressed. Others 
are pensioners- who simply 
cannot afford any other kind 
of accommodation. What they 
share is need, and Parry says 
• up do not turn away anyone 
w ho i< in need.” 

That includes people with 
rw* money whatsoever, who 
will get a bed and meals free 
il they cannfif afford them. 

'Ihe hostel is a place for 
them to stay on a temporary 
basis while they look for 
work, take training or coun¬ 
selling. or try to sort out their 
lives. Many are given .jobs 
a round the hostel Itself, to get* 
them used to working again. 

Across Ihe alley at 516 
Yates is the Harbour Light 
Centre which, uplike the hos¬ 
tel. deals mainly with alcohol-

Even though based on a 
28-day program, rehabilitation 
takes longer than that for 
many. The program is flexi¬ 
ble enough to accommodate 
them, and has no lixed start¬ 
ing or enciing times, so that 
anyone can be taken on im¬ 
mediately. if there is room. 

"It is a spiritually-oriented 
program, we don't mind say¬ 
ing that.” Smith says. About 
125 people a year take' il. 
They listen to lectures, watch 
films, and participate in 
group therapy. 

They also help around the 
centre. “Work therapy is im¬ 
portant to get them into a rou¬ 
tine, which they have drunk 
themselves out of. 

Most alcoholics have torgot- 
ten what time is it means 
nothing to them, and we put 
them on a schedule so they 
know where they are at.” 

All kinds of men, from une¬ 
ducated drifters to corpora¬ 
tion lawyers and doctors, rub 
shoulders, as they struggle 
against their common enemy, 
alcohol. One of their more so¬ 
bering routines is to help with 
the soup-line at the centre 
every night. 

"They often see what they 
were or what they could lie. in 
the soup line." Smith says. 

Both the hostel and the Har¬ 
bour Light Centre ^oin at 
almost lull occupancy year- 
round. and plans are now 
being considered to join the 
two lacilities into one larger 
and more efficient centre with 
much better facilities lor pro¬ 
viding rehabilitation and job 
training for residents. 

That is going to lake 
money, and the Salvation 
Army liasn T hiuefi <T that. 
What it does have is lailh. a 
l ait h shared by many who 
support and contribute lo ihe 
Salvation Army's work in Vic¬ 
toria. In addition to the hostel 
and Harbour Light Centre, the 
army runs Matson Ixxige and 
Sunset Lodg e for the elderly, 
a correctional service office 
which aids prisoners and their 
families, a welfare and coun¬ 
selling office, and the League 
of Mercy, which visits hospi¬ 
tals and nursing homes. 

All that consumed $1.27 mil¬ 
lion in operating funds for 
Vancouver Island last year. 
Considering the Salvation 
Army's frugal ways, the .very 
nominal salaries given to its 
officers (in this army, promo¬ 
tion means more responsi¬ 
bility. but no more money), 
and its use of volunteers, the 
money went a long wa.v to¬ 
ward meeting needs directly. . 

"I can’t stress otten enough 
that the public is always there 
to help.” David Parry says. 
"We couldn't Junction, without 
the public. ' 

Perhaps the most tangible 


way in which the public helps ! 
is through the Salvation Army j 
Thrift stores. 

The public also helps in less j 
visible respects. Those low- 
cost meals are partly [*ossible i 
because many people donate j 
food to the Army's kitchens. 

"They're cleaning .out the 
relrigerators. or wondering j 
w hat to do with an estate, and 
say ‘why not take it down to ; 
the Salvation Army?’ That's 
line with us. We can use it," , 
Parry says.

are proposed is very shallow 
and would not present any 
problems as far as construc¬ 
tion.

It’s done because it’s under¬ 
stood that private facilities 
take the pressure (and ihe 
cost) off those run publicly.’ 
Apd some of the private ones 
are of exceptional quality. 

If NDP can’t see this, then 
it has indeed lost .touch with 
reality. 

.Unless, of course. Barrett 
and his cohorts simply have 
to follow in the footsteps of 
the B.C. Teachers’ Federation 
giant. 

A furhter ace in the hole for 
independent schools is the 
cost of education. 

It costs roughly 51,340 a 
year to send a child to public 
school, so it follows that every 
child sent to a private school 
saves the taxpayer that 
amount. 


Recipe for disaster? 


If some 23.000 students now 
attending independent schools 
in B.C. were suddenly trans- 
lerred to the public sector, it 
would cost the B.C. taxpayer 
more than $35 million to edu¬ 
cate them for one year. 

This would undoubtedly 
make it necessary to con¬ 
struct several new schools in 
Victoria and Vancouver, as 
Qiris Harker of 4557 Montford 
Crescent, in Victoria pointed 
out recently ih a well laid out 
letter. 

Compare this to the likely 
cost per year of Bill 33 of 
about 510 million i NDP fig¬ 
ures*. and it’s obvious the 
whole'thing even makes finan¬ 
cial sense. 

One further thought for 
those who can side r indepen¬ 
dent schools elitist, separatist 
and what not. 

There’s a growing number 


of married (and even un¬ 
married i couples In this 
country paying, heavy taxes 
for education even though 
they have no children. 

As a matter of fact, the 
most common ‘‘average fami¬ 
ly" in the U.S. is no longer 
mom and dad and two kids. 

l-atest U.S. government sta¬ 
tistics show that the most 
common average family in 
the U.S. as of now consists of 
husband and wife, both work¬ 
ing and childless. 

And there, are 7.1 million 
such families in the U.S.. 
which means that per capita, 
we shouldn't be far off these 
figures. 

Just imagine all those fami¬ 
lies deciding.all of a sudden 
that education is elitist, and 
putting its whole burden on 
those with children. 
v ; Let’s hope it ne' er happens.

350-year-old Douglas fir near 
the entrance to the B.C.

“The tree itself could possi¬ 
bly have , been saved for 
a while, but we. felt there 
would 1 lie too much damage 
from the nearby construction 
•on the shallow rool structure, 
which spreads out more than 
30 feet.” he said. 

Museum founder Gerry 
Well bum conducted a core 
sample test on the Douglas fir 
and it appeared sound.” ac¬ 
cording to MacKenzie. 

But when the tree was cul 
down this week”, this proved 
not to be the case. 

A spokesman for the Nanai¬ 
mo company responsible for 
removing the tree. Norm So- 
<lerstrom. pointed out that 
Vthere was substantial, rotting 
taking place on the side of the 
tree facing the highway. 

“It would have just been a 
matter of time, and this tree 
would have likely blown oven 
one night and possibly onto 
the highway." he said. 

After viewing the rot in the 
trunk of the tree, the museum 
spokesman said "everything 
had worked for thk best."

An embroidery teacher her¬ 
self, she said she shies away 
from the abstract work. 

"I can't do it.; I'm so 
steeped in tradition that I 
make the 'most • hideous 
messes," she said. 

Peggy Bartholomew. 69, 
first began collecting embroi¬ 
dery ("the embellishment of 
any woven fabric with 
thread”* at age 12. Her in¬ 
terest wasn't surprising as 
both her mother and grand¬ 
mother were skilled embroi¬ 
derers. In one alcove of the 
gallery hangs the design out¬ 


line done by her grandmother 
in about 1910 along with two 
embroideries, one by her 
mother and the other by her¬ 
self taken from the design. 

She has a wealth of infor¬ 
mation on embroidery, which 
seems lo have been a skill that 
existed in most cultures. Most 
of the finest work was done 
by men and ironically it was 
the designer and not the 
craftsman who completed his 
designs who got the best pay. 

One of the oldest guilds 
known is that of the embroi¬ 
derers who mainly travelled 
about the English countryside 
doing curtain and bed hang¬ 
ings. In 1950, she said, the last 
professional embroiderer 
went out of business in Eng¬ 
land. 

She said the idea for the 
gallery exhibition began last 
October.

‘Business as usual’ 


despite PQ threat

Defence Minister Barney 
Danson replied. "I would hope 
not.” when asked at a press 
conference in Victoria Friday 
whether political consider¬ 
ations involving Qliebec would 
have some effect on his deci¬ 
sion as to which shipyard is 
going to build an anticipated 
$3.5 billion worth of new war¬ 
ships. 

"We work on the basis of 
business as usual," the min- 
inster added "I think the 
worst thing we could do is 
start using that as a big 
club.” 


Danson. in response to an 
earlier question, stated that a 
decision from the lederal cab¬ 
inet to plan the construction 
would be forthcoming soon 
and that he hoped to have the 
proposal before industry for 
its consideration before the 
end of the year. 


The defence department, 
having just announced a $2- 
billion fighter aircraft acquisi¬ 
tion program on top of other 
millions to be spent on other 
military equipment, is con¬ 
sidering 20 small but potent 
destroyer-type ships. The 
minister called it ‘‘a virtual 
replacement of our navy.” 


Canadian shipyards, down 
to their lowest levels in years, 
' are anxiously anticipating 
sharing in the project. 

The defence minister said: 

”1 will not accept the thought 
that Quebec is ^oing to sepa¬ 
rate. I don’t mean, that there 
is not a danger, that there’s 
not a problem on our hands, 
but the people of Quebec I as¬ 
sume have not made that de¬ 
cision and from what I’ve 
seen they don’t want to sepa¬ 
rate. 

"The worst thing that politi¬ 
cians or anyone can do is to 
consider it a fait accompli.” 
the minister added. “This is 
just w-hat Levesque (Quebec- 
Premier Rene Levesque > 
would like us to do. 

“No. This is part of Canada 
and it’s going to continue as 
part of Canada until the peo¬ 
ple of Quebec decide other¬ 
wise. 

“I must say that I’m very 
proud of the role that Fran¬ 
cophones are playing in the 
armed forces. The retiring 
Chief of .Defence Staff, Gener¬ 
al Dextrase, is one of the 
great Canadians of our day as 
there have been many other 
great Canadians from Que¬ 
bec. 

“No. It’s business as 
usual,” he repeated. 


The minister said the ship’ 
replacement would take place 
over a 20-year period. 


“You can’t even look for the 
delivery of the first ships for 
some eight years because of 
the lead time that it takes to 
find the requirement, to do the 
design work and to get the 
proposals by the industry and 
then to actually build the 
ships,” he said..

We 
see the Trident as part of a 
deterrent program.” 

Danson said he did not 
consider Victoria and Van¬ 
couver to be in any greater 
danger from the Trident base 
than Toronto should war 
break out. 


He said Canada's role was 
to help gradually decrease the 
amount of nuclear armaments 
ip the world through negotia¬ 
tions.

Nature sees to that, 
even if we do not. In May 
the orchard is a ballet of 
eherry blossom. Ferns 
unroll winter-crumpled 
green carpets to wel¬ 
come butterflies. Beside 
the trail I can see the 
bluebells ringing, 
though my dull ears 
can't hear their music. 


"Upon the east the slow light dance 
begins, upon the west the splendid 
peaks behold it." The wind of dawn 
makes a bliss of birds in the maple 
Lily of the valley intrigues the air. The 
old willow on the beach, back of the 
canoe bays, shivers in ecstasy of still 
another May. My joy swoops like a 
swallow in the warming light.

Spring came into my home to the 
tinkle of dripping gutters and a robin 
on the roof. Just inside the.forest 
screen a yellow-throat was 
bewi tchiting his world. Primula, daf¬ 
fodil and all the little bulbs were 
blooming: and violet, "that which 
above all others yields the sweetest 
smell." 

Crystals of light fell from the cedar 
branches when the faint breeze stirred 
them Down-pointing top twigs of the 
big hemlock winked on and off like 
semaphores as the soft air swayed 
them from shade to sun. I walked 
along the trail catching light and 
darkness on my hand. I walked along 
the trail as though the earth couldn’t 
hold me. 

But that was March and this is 
May. the month that is neither spring 
nor summer, but a glorious mishmash 
of both. You know how it is in May — 
or maybe you don’t. Perhaps you have 
lost that awareness of here and now. 
of the marvel of the moment. I knew a 
man who never said good-bye: he said 
be here now." He meant look.-listen, 
touch, smell, taste. Be aware, be 
alive, right now. right here. Not in the 
past of somewhere else, not in the 
daydream future.

Every 
dav is a dav of creations 


In the east spring has been creep 
ing northward. On the prairies it has 
been racing. So by May there is a 
great bulge almost as far up as the 
Yukon. Behind it the western meadow 
larks are soaring and the pasque 


flowers purpling the plain. It is in May 
this prairie crocus blooms in Alaska, 
the trillium in Ontario, the mavflower 
in Nova Scotia, the purple violet in 
New Brunswick 

In the springs of Kenya there are 
violets too. with blue verbenas and 
wild lilies. The snflw white con¬ 
volvulus covers the earth and the t 
flowers of the delonix are as gorgeous 


ing the usual coot, mallard, golden¬ 
eye and being dwarfed himself by the 
mute swan and Canada goose I can 
see those meres now The water, 
protected bv cattails and reeds, rippl¬ 
ing into slaty darkness The small 
silver splashes as diving birds go jin- ^ 
der. A paddling of ducks in a tiny cove ' 
Clouds racing across the hills and the 
trees dancing lightly in the May wind 



as any orchid. Britain has sheets of 
golden saxifrage and clumps of yellow 
kingcup: pink purslane, red campion, 
bluebells, white deadnettle Befor^ 
leaves sprout on the trees of the Lv- 
Co-Ki-We < "Sandy Ground ”) Trail ol 
the Indiana Dunes, lady slippers and 
Dutchmen s breeches are already 
blooming. Right here my beauty 
bushes, which flower all winter and 
have never before unfolded a tendril 
until June, began to leaf in March and 
now are thickets of green. They are 
nothing if not different, those bushes 


In Britain skylarks will have been 
in song for weeks, with the chaffinch 
rattling away cheerfully. In the 
Cotswolds swifts, white-throats with 
their scratchynotes. house martins 
and hobbies have signed in. 
Everywhere wrens will be chiming, 
goldcrests trilling Hawthorn and 
blackberry will sport neat nests of 
long-tailed tits and every brook seems 
to have it's kingfisher. Yet a few years 
ago these last jour birds were aimost 
extinct Whitethroats. once such a 
common summer yisitor. are decreas¬ 
ing Probably because they winter on 
the ^puthern border of the Sahara. 
wherV there has been prolonged 
drought. Other birds not much seen in 
England now are the butcher bird, 
cirl bunting and wryneck 

Spring is the time of toing and fro- 
ing on the meres, those way stations 
for ducks departing for their breeding 
grounds in Iceland. Scandinavia or 
just farther north in Britain. The oc¬ 
casional black duck shows up. dwarf- 


Just as the Arctic loons fish for the 
opportunist gulls in front of my house, 
so the mallards of a mere may find 
themselves feeding the moorhens. If a 
mallard would look behind him when 
he upeqfls and ruffles the water with 
his feet, he might find a moorhen 
waiting not far behind for the food 
crumbs so dislodged. At the bird sanc¬ 
tuary in Oakland. California. I saw 
four mallards and four mudhens go 
through this performance and 
wondered how many times it had been 
staged. 

Cormorants are spreading their 
wings at Channel Rock now and off the 
coast of Devon too. Gulls are doing 
aerial acrobatics there as here, but 
probably joined by rock pipits, pigeons 
and jackdaws. Some kittiwakes will be 
courting, with rubbing and locking of 
bills and that rather loud gargling 
which is supposed to sound like “kit- 
tiwake. Behind them in the.gorse a 
stonechat will be singing No 
stonechat or kittiwake here, but 
almost every year I make a new 
feathered friend , so you never, know 


On some May days there is a brag 
of wind with gull cries applauding 
The sky glimmers like steel and is so 
high and pale it seems to disappear At 
night it is gone altogether. Storms die 
down almost as suddenly as they 
come. The woods go back into the 
great silence. That silence which has 
become part of me. I feel myself ex¬ 
panding to fill it. as It fills ine. I have 
become totally alive in this long 
stillness. I have seen many things 
which only silence -can make visible

I find it hard to get away from

In Ontario I used to 
see them and they were brief visitors 
in the mountains, but now they seem 
to be decreasing everywhere. Besides 
man trouble, the tree swallows pick on 
them and even drive them out of their 
nests. 


I am planting mv perennials this 
month, because of the heat and 
drought I am Sure are coming and of 
which we have had a taste already So 
in go pansy, columbine, hollyhock 
"not for this summer, but for next 
since foresight is the gardener’s text 
And though my eyes may never know 
how lavishly my flowers blow, others 
will stand and musing say: These 
were the flowers she sowed in May.' " 

Happiness is greater in the looking 
than in the finding, in the doing than in 
the completing, in the question than in 
the answer Sometimes I think — here 
it is! while, round, complete, that 
final answer which now I shall unders¬ 
tand But in the end there is the ques¬ 
tion. as it was in the beginning 

The rhythm of the forest has 
been quickening That green fire 
which first blazed in the sunlit sec¬ 
tions has run oyer the whole ground. 
In the mountains I know best there is 
a red glow to it which is the vine 
maple Yellow arum near the stream 
has been blooming for weeks, frogs 
singing, earthworms burrowing 


Oh. those wonderful earthworms 
that are my buried treasure! Unheard 
by us. they sing while they work, 
emitting faint staccatto notes in 
regular clusters.

What should you 
wear during the 10-day 
festivities of Victorian 
Days, at the end of May? 

VII Greater Victoria is 
asked id dress in quaint 
styles of our past. As 
K o r l Victoria was 
fo ii n d e d in 1843, 
costumes can logically 
date hack to that era of 
hoop skirls, when Queen 
\ ictoria was a young 
mother, happily settling 
in to about 20 years of 
domestic bliss with her 
dear Albert and their 
large family. 

Victorian Days costumes span alt** 
the years ot her reign . and more 
bustles of the 1870s and elongated 
narrowei bustles of the 1880s. featur¬ 
ing exaggerated draperies and ex- • 
travagantly detailed trims . frills ♦ 
embrmderv lace . ruffles 
ribbons. The silhouette gradually 
smoothed out into the simpler more 
graceful lines of the 1890s. 

The turn of the century and the 
death of Queen Victoria brought ie 
multiple gored slants, flared out Into 
swirls of fullness below the calf . 
uni bosom blouses had leg-o-mutton 
sleeves and the high-boned collars so 
lavored by the slender and beautiful 
new queen. Alexandra! Rumor has it 
that she had a scar on her neck, so 
always wore the high collar, or for 
evening a jewelled dog-collar" with 
a low-backed formal gown. 

The city of Victoria grew in fits 
and starts, getting impetus from our 
first Gold Rush, in 1858: and again in 


1898 when fortune-seekers headed for 
the Klondike, stopped off here to pick 
up supplier and a passage north. 
There was the land boom in the 
Edwardian era. which went bust just 
prior to the First World War . . with 
the suffragettes came simple tailored 
costumes, hobble skirts and hems 
lifted a few inches.

Costumes of all these periods are 
worn during Victorian Days, for the 
term encompasses all the years when 
we have been creating our own in¬ 
teresting history.

June Beane is an entertaining lec¬ 
turer with a flair for the dramatic ef¬ 
fect. Trained in ballet as a youngster, 
she moves well and models beautiful¬ 
ly Her mother is a first-class dress¬ 
maker and milliner, and her grand¬ 
father* was a competent tailor She 


and her mother have an excellent 
resource library of designs and pat¬ 
terns not only for women’s and 
children's garments, but for men's, 
too. They have had so many requests 
from friends and acquaintances to 
make up costumes, that they are now 
doing it in a small business way. 

They advise those who plan to 
make their own, to haunt the local 
thrift shops, church bazaars and near- 
new shqps flea markets, the Salva¬ 
tion Army, St. Vincent de Paul stores, 
and the Victoria Symphony Boutique. 
Here you will find not only clothing to 


be made over and adjusted to your 
costume needs, but accessories. 
Spanish combs, reticules, gloves, 
shoes, fans, beads to wear as such, 
and beads and sequins to embroider 
on quaintly styled frocks and blouses.

Due to demand, a growing number 
of private individuals are willing to 
rent or sell their own costumes. Some 
are authentic, others surface from 
plays or pageants of the past.

They, bought out the Old Theatrical 
Costume Studio, after Dorothy Whyte 
died and set up in business at 98 Bum- 
side Road West. They rent and make 
costumes to order. 

Joy Richards is a professional 
costumer from Scotland who 
freelances, designing and creating for 
various theatrical and ballet groups in 
the city. She also accepts individual 
commissions. 

Several groups in the city are in¬ 
terested in costuming at all times of 
ihe year This includes the Malahat 
Marauders, antique gun buffs, who at 
the drop of a musket will appear in 
handsome frontier-type outfits. Some 
of their uniforms are quite magnifi¬ 
cent arid marvellously detailed. 

The Antique Car Association par¬ 
ticipates in numerous public events, 
including the Victoria Day parade, in¬ 
costumes suitable-to the dates when 
their vehicles were first manufac¬ 
tured. They strive to make their 
costumes as authentic as possible 
both in style ana fabric. Some wear 
ancestral garments.

You may wish to be authentic, to 
help your child to win a prifce at one of 
the costume events coming up or to 
try for one yourself. 

You may be a history buff, using 
an oblique approach to hook the in¬ 
terest of your family in early Cana¬ 
dian stories of pioneering and 
homesteading. 

'Whatever your reasons, if you 
strive for authenticity, there are 
many avenues of help and research 
open to you. - 

The Canadiana Costume Society 
has paper dolls for sale, sketched 
from Eaton’s catalogue of 1901. These 
show wardrobes of outer and inner 
garments. They were drawn by a 
well-known artist, Anabel Cranston. 
The girl doll. Anabel. is produced in 
two sheets, the boy doll. Bruce, hav¬ 
ing a less extensive wardrobe, oc¬ 
cupies onlj one sheet. Details of the 
clothing are so clearly executed that a 
clever seamstress could make up 
clothing for children, for Victorian 
days, from them. 

They may be purchased at 50 cents

Downstairs, the Forsyte Saga, The 
Fallisers, and others, you will see ex¬ 
cellent examples of clothing authentic 
tp various specific eras 

The best research tools are books 
If you haunt second-hand and antique 
book stores, as well as regular book 
stores the public and university 
libraries, both in circulation and 
reference rooms, you will find much 
stimulating information relative to 
costuming 

You may own several garments 
that have been passed down through 
vour family for several generations. 
It is a good idea to study various 
costume books if you wish to make 
sure your treasures are correctly co¬ 
ordinated. 

Old family albums are a great 
help, especially if photos are dated. 
Old magazines such as Vogue, the 
Delineator. The Woman's Home Com¬ 
panion. The National Home Monthly, 
Harper's Bazaar, copies of English 
magazines, such as The Home Com¬ 
panion. Leslies Magazine. The Girls' 
Realm. Little Folks. Leisure Hour, 
The Boys Own and the Girls’ Own An¬ 
nuals. are all excellent resource 
material for research. Punch is es¬ 
pecially rewarding, for in its early 
years, from about 1840 on. it used 
realistic and beautifully detailed 
sketches rather than cartoons, as we 
know them today. You can study these 
publications in the reference rooms of 
the public or UVic library. 

Occasionally you can pick up anti¬ 
que books and magazines at garage 
sales, bazaars, and rare-book shops. 
it it it 

Here are listed a few samplings of 
good costuming reference books, in 
our public library. Most are available 
in book stores. 

COSTUME THROUGH THE 
AGES, by James Laver. Published by 
Thames and Hudson. 30 Bloomsbury, 
London. A pictorial encyclopedia of 
costume, outer garments. An inspired 
and useful tool. More than 1.000 finely 
detailed sketches. In North America 
styles were generally a trifle behind 
those in this book, especially on the 
west coast. 100 years ago. due to dis¬ 
tance and slow communications. 

VICTORIAN COSTUMES, By 
Anne H. Buck. Published by Universe 
Press. 381 Park Avenue, South New 
York This is full of definitive draw¬ 
ings and photos of fashions for men, 


women, and children. Some 214 pages 
which go into details of dress. Infor¬ 
mation that is instructive, entertain¬ 
ing. and sometimes amusing. 
Especially interesting to anyone 
showing early gowns of western 
Canada, it deals with the main period 
of our upsurging development. Her 
concentration on. and fine etchings of 
such accessories as gloves, mittens, 
aprons, stocking shoes, boots, bags, 
fans, muffs, parasols, and her ex¬ 
planations in depth . . make this 
book invaluable to anyone creating a 
gown with an authentic flavor, and the 
accessories to go with it ‘ 

HISTORIC COSTUMING. By Nevil 
Trueman. An excellent source of help 
with 10 out of 28 chapter^ dealing with 
periods starting about the time 
Quebec was founded up to the present . 
While the text is informative, the 
clear-cut line-drawings are handled in 
such a way as to make it possible for a 
clever dressmaker to create gowns 
from a close study of these drawings. 
Each sketch has lines pointing to 
specific details of each individual 
costume, pointing out. for example, in 
a costume of 1888 . . 'first, second 
and third skirts . . straw bonnet., 
frills, ruchings. etc. Published by Sir 
Isaac Pitman & Sons. London 
England. 

A PICTURE HISTORY OF 
ENGLISH COSTUME. By C. Willett 
and Phyllis Cunningham. Vista Books. 
London. Clear illustrations, including 
fashion sketches-end cartoons. Some 
1920 s photos are hilariously funny 
Very useful. 

WHAT PEOPLE WORE, by 
Douglas Gorsline. Viking Press. New 
York. This book has two chapters on 
Eastern American Costumes 1840-90. 
which would correspond fairly closely 
to eastern Canadian fashions and to 
gowns worn just a little later in the 
west. Two chapters deal with fron¬ 
tiersmen. men ; of the plains, the Mis¬ 
sissippi Riverman. and cowboys, 
similar to our B.C cowboys. 

Dealing also with the more remote 
past, there are clearly sketched in¬ 
dividual accountrements. boots, 
gaiters, a frilled cuff, a hair style, a 
capped-head, viewed from the back to 
demonstrate a special brim, or ribbon 
detail. There is great emphasis on 
French fashion plates of the 
nineteenth century. 


COSTUME AND FASHION IN 
COLOR (1760-1920), by Jack Cassin- 
Scott. Published by Blanford Press. 
lx>ndon. England. One of the most 
useful books I have come across Fine 
line drawings in color clearly define 
highlights of fashions tor men. women 
and children. It shows very definitely 
that women of other eras did in¬ 
deed wear gowns that absolutely sang 
with color. 

SHOPS AND SHOPPING 1800 
1914, by A. D. Burgham. published by 
Allan and Univur. London, is another 
excellent book, with many illustra¬ 
tions and explanations pertinent to the 
eras featured in Victorian Days. 

EATON S CATALOGUES. Eaton s 
has- republished catalogues of 1901 
and 1927 and the 1901 volume is useful 
to anyone making costumes of that 
period. Occasionally you may find 
original catalogues of other years, 
starting with 1884. in rare-book 
stores. These were known as The 
Homesteaders Bible or~The Wishing 
Book, of the Maritimes. 

(I recall, back in the hungry thir¬ 
ties. once sitting on a balcony of a 
small country hotel in Saskatchewan, 
listening to the*- conversation of 
female residents. They knew the price 
of every dress worn on the street 
below, which catalogue it came from, 
and the date. Some even knew the 
page upon which it was printed ) 

FASHION IN UNDERWEAR, by 
Elizabeth Ewing B T. Batsford Ltd 
London. Well detailed drawings will 
help anyone creating hoop-petticoats, 
crinolines, bustles in various shapes 
and sizes, corsets. 

THE MODE IN HATS AND HEAD 
DRESSES, by J. Turner Wilcox. 
Charles Scribner and Sons, N Y. and 
London. Clear sketches of hats and 
hair styles. Illustrations graphically 
illustrate the fact that although bon¬ 
nets were high fashion from time to 
time, especially in the middle of the 
last century, they were by no means 
the only millinery styles worn. There 
were toques, pork pies. Empress 
Eugene, off-the-face. picture hats, 
and the gay Seven Stories and a Base¬ 
ment tall hats, not forgetting the 
beribboned Follow-me-Lads. Even 
riding hats came in a variety of 
profiles.

llo! for the Klondike. 
This was the cry 
which, 80 years ago, 
shook the world, as tens 
of thousands of adven¬ 
turers downed tools to 
take to the man-killing 
Chilkool Trail and head 
over the mountains to 
seek their fortunes. 

The reward, for a lucky few. was 
wealth hevond their wildest dreams 
For most, the Klondike meant 
hardship, hard work and a lifetime of 
memories J 

Today, more than three-quarters 
of a century after, the greatest gold 
rush of them all lives on Although the 
day has long passed since thousands 
ol prospectors picked and panned 
their way along every likely creek bed 
throughout the Yukon Territory, the 
region remains active. 

♦ * * 

Recently it was reported that 
'gold fever is returning to Dawson 
City." due to the near record high 
prices being paid (or gold. Since the 
price ol this fabulous metal was un¬ 
pegged from its artificial ceiling of 
$36 an ounce, new interest is being 
shown in the historic riverbanks 
which, in 1897. attracted the attention 
of the world, and changed the course 
of Canadian history. 

Kor the first time in 75 years, 
every square foot of the banks of 
Bonanza Creek, site of the most 
feverish activity during the Klondike 
excitement, has again been staked 
and is being worked, by weekend 
amateur and syndicate alike 

★ ★ ★ 

The Yukon of today is experiencing 
another, greater boom as well, in the 
form of tourism, as more and more 
Canadian and American vacationers 
discover the past glories of Dawson 
City. Whitehorse and Carcross 
Thanks to modern roads, it is possible 
for tourists to relive the spirit of '97, 
and to follow in the footsteps of the 
sourdoughs, while enjoying the com¬ 
fort of their ears; a far. far cry from 
the notorious mountain passes, winter 



snows and raging rapids thal the 
Klondike argonauts had to contend 
with , 

There were trails other than the 
famous Chilkoot: all of them killers of 
man and beast imostlv the lalteri 
When territorial commissioner 
James Morrow Walsh inspected the 
White Pass, for example, he was ap¬ 
palled bv the sight that greeted him 
For the route was littered with the 
carcasses of thousands of dead pack 
horses which had been killed en route, 
or died in their tracks from exhaus¬ 
tion. cold and mistreatment Others 
had fallen — or, driven beyond en¬ 
durance. had thrown themselves — 
over the cliffs, and the veteran 
Mounted Police officer expressed his 


outrage at the nightmare of rotting 
tlesh through which his par'v s 
mounts had to pick their wav For 
some stretches, the carcasses — 
some of which were vet alive, as thev 
lound to their horror when the dving 
animals moved beneath the hooves of 
their cavalcade — provided the only 
footing for their animals 

♦ ★ * 

, Swore Walsh: "Such a scene of 
havoc and destruction as we en¬ 
countered can scarcely be imagined 
The inhumanity which this trail 
has been witness to. the heartbreak¬ 
ing which so many have undergone, 
cannot be imagined 

This was the grim side of the Klon¬ 


dike rush. Fortunately it-also had its 
glitter as. overnight.' paupdrs were 
transformed into princes; at 'east, in 
wealth. The result was a monumental 
spending spree of which modern-day 
historians vet marvel, and 'he birth ot 
a city on the banks of the Yukon 
Dawson. 

In a matter of months, this empty 
riverbank became a human anthill 
of activity as tents appeared where 
before there was nothing, and yielded 
in turn to log and frame shanties, then 
to substantial buildings of the most 
elaborate and expensive design 

Then, almost as quickly, it was 
over Within a few hectic vears. the 
bubble burst and the miners drifted 
awav. Large mining corporations 
with their mammoth dredges 
remained, but the initial rush was 
ended Never again would the like ol . 
George Carmack. Robert Henderson. 
Big Alex McDonald. Arizona Charlie 
Meadows. Diamond-Tooth Gertie 
Limejuice Lil. Robert Service, or a 
legion ol others, walk Dawson Cltv 
streets. But their memory lives on. in 
Dawson s crumbling old buildings 

Many of these have vanished over 
the years, others show the ravages of 
neglect and the permafrost, while vel 
others are being restored by Parks 
Canada. Kven the old Ss Keno has 
been drydocked for posterity 
★ * * 

The great Klondike gold rush span¬ 
ned no fewer than 60 vears. and cs- ■ 
tablished the hitherto unknown 
hinterland between British Columbia 
and Alaska It was gold mining which 
led to industry, commerce, settle 
ment and transportation and 
provided employment directly 
and indirectly, on the diggings 
themselves and in a variety of sub¬ 
sidiary and service industries. Dnlh 
public and private. 

It gave birth to the town ot 
Dawson and a host of smaller com¬ 
munities on the creeks In short, gold 
mining in the Klondike was the Inun¬ 
dation ot the territorial economy, 
almost exclusively until the 1920s and 
in good measure thereafter until base 
metal mining superseded it in the 
1950s 

Although the closing down of the 
Yukon Consolidated Gold Corpora¬ 
tion. in 1966. marked what would ap¬ 
pear to be the end of the last chapter 
in the history of the Klondike gold 
field, the rush goes on. as more and 
more people heed the call of romance 
^ and adventure to the Yukon 
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DANCE HALL GIRLS were an integral part of any gold rush, and the Klondike 
was no exception These young ladies recall such luminaries as Diamond-Tooth 
Gertie and others.

Whatever 
the month. foqjJ is the topmost concern of most 
housewives the very thought of May has an un¬ 
failing potent effect. 

With May at the window with its fresh blossom¬ 
ing breath it urges us to fresh endeavors, especially 
in the kitchen tis a titne for trying out some 
new recipes. 

Bananas are with us the year round but they are 
a particularly nice fruit for our table before our own 
local fruits arrive on the market. Bananas are so 
very versatile fttey add moisture and flavor to 
so many of our baked products, they combine so 
well with other fruits for salads and desserts and 
surely there is nothing better to eat out of hand. And 
for that healthful item in lunch boxes, what better 
or more convenient than a banana sealed in its own 
protective covering. 

, Because this is a particularly busy time of year 
with gardening, house cleaning, etc . our first 
banana recipes are quickies . combining 
bananas with ready-made mixes 
BANANA PANCAKES . . prepare pancake batter 
from a mix. following package directions Then add 
one diced banana to the batter and cook as directed 
To serve butter then top with sliced bananas 
and maple syrup. There will be no laggards at the 
breakfast table 


MORE THAN ONE WAY TO USE BANANAS 
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BANANA BISCUITS . . . one-quarter cup but¬ 
ter or margarine, one-quarter cup apricot jam 
or orange marmalade, one-third cup flaked 
coconut, two "bananas and one package 
refrigerated buttermilk biscuits. 

Divide butter among 10 muffin cups. Place muf¬ 
fin pan in a preheated 400 deg. F. oven until butter 
melts. Divide jam and coconut among the cups. 
Peel bananas and cut into slices. Place about three 
slices in each cup then place a biscuit in each cup 
Bake in 400 deg. F oven for about 20 minutes or un¬ 
til biscuits are golden. Cool for 10 minutes before 
removing Turn out of pan and serve warm Yield 10 
biscuits. 

BANANA MUFFINS . ONE PACKAGE (10- 
ouncel muffin mix. one large egg and one-cup 
mashed ripe bananas (three medium!. 

Prepare muffin mix according to directions on 
package, substituting the bananas for the liquid 
called for. Bake in greased muffin pans in a 400 deg 
F. preheated oven for about 20 minutes or until a 
pick inserted in centre comes out clean Makes 12 
muffins. Serve buttered, hot or cold. 

And here is a delicious Pound Cake that starts 
with a mix. 

POUND CAKE . . . One package (18* .--ounces \ 
yellow cake mix. four eggs at room 
temperature^ one-third cup salad oil. one-hall 
cup water, one-and-one-third cups mashed ripe 
bananas, one package (threfc-and-three- 
quarters ounces) instant vanilla pudding mix 
and one-half tsp. EACH cinnamon and nutmeg. 

Combine all the ingredients in a large bowl Mix

Prepare your own pastry recipe or use a mix 
Bake the shell very lightly in a preheated 400 deg. 
F. oven, not more than about five minutes. This pre¬ 
baking just sets and firms up the pastry. 

Drain and flake the salmon. Arrange in partly 
baked pie shell Sprinkle the salmon with the grated 
Cheddar cheese, then the green onion and pimento 
Beat the eggs well, add to the milk, salt and pepper 
Pour over salmon and cheese mixture. Sprinkle 
with Parmesan cheese Have oven temperature 
reduced to 350 deg. F and bake for 40- to 45-minutes 
or until firm in centre when gently shaken.

Two or three mashed bananas give you approximately one cup 

Add one or two sliced bananas to a can of fruit cocktail . . it's a fine extender. 

Keep a bowl of bananas on the kitchen counter for after-school snacks. 

A good morning idea . . . slice bananas on toasted and buttered bread, sprinkle with brown 
sugar and cinnamon, dot with butter and run under broiler until golden.

(three-pound) broiler-fryer chicken, two-and- 
one-half cups water, one onion peeled and stud¬ 
ded with whole cloves, one rib of celery, two 
tsp. salt divided, one pound fresh asparagus, 
one-quarter cup butter or margarine, one clove 
garlic minced (optional), one small tomato 
peeled and chopped, one-quarter cup flour, one- 
half cup milk, two Tbsp. sherry and salt and 
pepper to taste. 


Cut up chicken and place in a good-sized 
saucepan with water, onion, celery and one tsp. of 
the salt Bring to a boil and simmer covered 45 
minutes to one hour until tender Strain broth and 
reserve one-and-a-half cups. Remove meat from 
chicken and cut into long, thin slices. Set aside and 
prepare asparagus cut or break off stalk as far 
down as it snaps easily Wash well. Place it in deep 
skillet, sprinkle with remaining salt and add water 
to depth of one inch. Cover and simmer about 1C 
4 g 1 inut.es or until lower part of stem is just crisp- 
tender Lift out and set aside. (Lift out carefully 
with wide spatula or with two forks > 

Melt butter in skillet, add chopped tomato and 
garlic cook about five minutes Blend in flour, stir 
in reserved chicken broth and milk. Cook, stirring 
constantly until thickened about 10 minutes. Stir ir 
sherry and taste tor seasonings. To assemble the 
dish place chicken on bottom of shallow baking 
dish, arrange cooked asparagus on top then pour 
sauce over Bake in a preheated 400 deg F oven for 
12 10 15 minutes or until all is hot.

HIS PENNY-FARTHINGS 


\ Victoria man owns 20 dif¬ 
ferent kinds of bicycles, dating 
from 1885 to 1910. He is a racer 
and bike-builder, and considers 
bicycle'-riding the epitome of 
healthful sport. 


Jack A Leonard 1228 Princess Avenue, is a 
native son ot Victoria and has been 28 years in his 
one-man chimney-sweeping business here. At 56 he 
still has energy^ spend on his hobby of bicycle 
building and racing 

A veteran of the Second World War. he served 
overseas with the Princess Patricia's Canadian 
Light Infantry. Princess Louise Dragoon Guards, 
and also spent 12 years as a militiaman in the Cana¬ 
dian Scottish Regiment. (Princess Mary's) 
Leonard brought home an English war bride, and 
they have seven children, five boys and two girls, 
three of them still at home. 

Asked his age when he received his first bicycle 
Jack replied: “I was 10. and I've had a love affair 
with bjHes ever since.' He says he never belonged 
to a bicycle club, but has ridden constantly when he 
was at home, and has participated in a number of 
races and Victoria Day parades. Jack builds 
bicycles from his own specifications, renovates and 
repairs old models, and is an authority on the 
evolution of the bicycle from the 17th centurv to the 
present day. 

His collection includes 20 different models, all 
manufactured between 1885 and 1910. His favorite 
and specialty is the penny-far thing, which has a 
large wheel in front and a small one behind. Jack 
builds his penny-farthings to order, with small ones 
to fit children. His largest size has a front wheel of 
54 inches ih diameter, while the rear one averages 
20 inches. 

He also collects old bicycle parts of every kind, 
and accessories such as old bells, horns, carbide 
Sunday. May 1, 1977 
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and kerosene lamps seats, tool kits He will accept 
anything that comes off an old bicycle, regardless 
of its condition and will pay for information leading 
to the acquisition of “oldies.' plus a bonus if they 
are attainable. 

Jack has ridden in a number of Victoria Day 
parades on his penny-farthing, dressed in the 
costume ot an old-time English chimney-sweep, 
accompanied by his youngest son. Matthew, on a 
smaller model. The latter-was portraying a 
chimney bov. also of the Victorian era. Last year 
Jack's eight-year-old grandson. Michael, rode with

him in the parade, but this year, he said, his 
granmin. Seott. will have the role. 

He says: ”1 take a 60-minute ride every 
morning unless it rains, between the hours of 6 and 
7 a m. along the waterfront (Dallas Road) or out 
towards Mount Douglas Then home to breakfast 
then to work His bicycle weighs 50 pounds and he 
can average 10 miles an hour, taking most hills in 
his stride 

As a body building exercise bike-riding has no 
peer, according to Jack Leonard, and no other can 
lone as many muscles at the same time All 
children and most adults can benefit by it. he 
thinks, unless, of course there is some specific 
disability. He is a member ot the Victorian Days 
Society, chairman of the pennv-farthing bicycle 
events committee, arranging all the latter group's 
races, and its participation in the Victoria Day 
parade. 

A recent ambition of Jack's was to 
manufacture tee-shirts with a design on the front 
featuring, an athlete riding a penny-farthing 
bicycle Asked whether he had considered a lapel 
pin or a badge of similar design, he said he had. b ut 
was hesitant about pursuing either project farther 
due to the high cost of production 


/ 


"Do you consider present traffic conditions 
dangerous to bike riders?" I asked. • 

"There would be a lesser-problem," he said, "if 
the speed limits were enforced." He suggested that 
all bike-riders should wear light-colored clothing 
such as raincoats of white, yellow or fluor¬ 
escent. also crash helmets. 

He thinks this type of clothing should be 
optional rather than mandatory, however The 
machines should also be well-lighted in both front 
and rear The best bikes for women and older 
persons, he said, are from one- to three-speed, 
enabling the rider to put his or her feet on the 
ground while sitting. The safest of all is the coasteri 
brake bike with the brake in the hub of the rear 
wheel, plus rim or hub brake on the front wheel 
The first long-distance penny-farthing race was 
from Vancouver to Victoria in 1973. Jack Leonard 
recalls: "We started from City Hall (Vancouver) in 
a race from there to Royal Athletic Park here in 
Victoria, ferry ride was. of course, included. 

"When we reached the Oak Street Bridge my 
penny-farthing broke in half, at the top of the 
Oak Street hill, gingerly lowering me to the ground I 
I didn't even skin my knees! But that put me out of 
the race, for awhile, at least. A spectator offered to 
weld up my bike as his shop was right there, so that 
I could get back into the running. But after the 
repairs" I found myself completely off balance 
because when remounting I was hurled over the 
heandlebars in what we call a header. Again I 
wasn't hurt, but 1 was finished with this race for 
good." 

He quoted a Vancouver newsman who was 
covering the event as saying that "Jack Leonard. 
Victoria's only entry in this race, fell out early 
when his penny parted company with his farthing ." 

In the race of 1975 which was part of the Vic¬ 
toria Day festivities 17 penny-farthings took 
part. Jack placed 11th and his number two bike rid¬ 
den by John Smith was first. This Victoria race was 
sponsored by Labatts Brewery in Victoria, which 
put up the cash awards for the winners, and for all 
ny-farthing races to date. “This was a popular 
display enjoyed by young and old." said Jack 
"especially bv tourists with cameras " 
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JACK LEONARD 

. riding 100-year-old bike in Labatts Van¬ 
couver to Victoria race. 

Leonard took three of his own. and Mike 
Clermont of Russ Hay s Bicycle Shop took six 
machines to the mainland to compete in the (las 
town (irand Prix of 1976 This was British 
Columbia s own special holiday of that year 
Previously, ordinary bike-racing had been going, on 
for about five years this being the first time peimy- 
larthings were raced in the intermission This was 
a two-mile sprint There were 17 bicycles lined up. 
nine from Victoria and eight from Vancouver the 
Victoria ones all finished m the first nine places 
Jack's own three bikes placed first and second, 
while he himself came seventh John Smith s bike 
came first, and Stewart Cox's came second The 
bovs from Russ Hay s completed the clean sweep 
tor Victoria. 

Bicycle wheels began rolling about 1600.'' says

In a basement room of an 
Oak Ray home, a young scientist 
has succeeded in combining the 
future with the past. He has 
designed and built a futuristic 
tele-communications system, 
with exotic materials of his own 
choosing. 

But also in the same room harboring his 
electronic exhibit he repairs and runs as a hobby 
a fantastic collection of electric trains from 1920 on. 
together with all the components of a complete 
railroad system — stations signals, switches, 
bridges, tunnels and intricate inter changing 
railroad tracks 

In a phrase formed long ago bv an old Scot the 
vnung scientist is a lad o pairts "

Caleb Small this voting scientist isthel7-vear 
old son of consulting psychiatrist. William D 
Small Gonzales Avenue Victoria 

When I asked Caleb about his unusual first 
name his father broke in "Well with an in 
nocous name like Small we figured he would need a 
standout first name So we called him Caleb." 

Caleb Small s great-grandfather came from 
Scotland to Cahada in the 1840s and homesteaded in 
what is now Ontario Twenty years later a trEe fell 
on him killing him and leaving his widow to raise 17 
children That she did so successful!! is clear 
evidence of the strength and determination that 
runs throughout the Small lineage 

Caleb s father first saw Victoria during his 
naval service in 1943 He arrived on a sunny dav in 
February. The local Polar Bear Club al that time 
V was swimming in Ross Bay "Lord, he thought, 
what a wonderful place they swim in the ocean in 
winter-time I've just got to live here."

Cater the Smalls moved to Victoria, where 
Caleb was bom in 1959 He attended first Margaret 
Jenkins elementary school later Oak Bay junior 
He IS now in his graduating grade 12 at Oak Bav 
senior high. 

From his beginning days at Margaret Jenkins 
school, science has captured the imagination and 
thoughts of Caleb Small From March. 1971 when 
at age II and in grade six he won an honorable 
mention at the Margaret Jenkins School Science 
Fair and up to March 1977 at Oak Bay High, his 
progress has been flagged by First Prizes in everv 
Science Fair he has entered 


There are 42 regional science fairs held each 
year across Canada with some 8,500 students par¬ 
ticipating These fairs are affiliated with the Youth 
Science Foundation, in Ottawa, an organization 
financed by business, including scientific and 
educational societies 

With the exception of 1975. when he took a rest 
from scientific engineering competitions. Caleb has 
reached the top of Victoria s yearly scholastic tree

Caleb has been tinkering playing, working with 
electncitv almost from the time he could talk One 
ol his first questions to his dad was: "What is 
electricity'’'' 

In his very early days, his father told me. Caleb 
fooled both his parents Walking down the street 
the toddler would repeat over and over again, what 
sounded like "treetracks. treetracks." 


“We didn't know what he meant." chuckled his 
father. Finally, with the aid of a pointed finger, we 
discovered he was tring to say streetlights. He was 
drawn to the shining light bulbs. 

"We would go out for a drive in the evening." 
continued his father, "and when we got home, 
young Caleb would tell us the exact number of stop- 
and-go lights we had gone under on our ride. He was 
just fascinated with electricity.” 

When Calen was in second grade, he wanted 
very much to make a light bulb of his own. "You 
can't," explained his father. "They are made in a 
factory. Besides, you need tungsten to make a light 
bulb." 

So. Caleb hounded his dad until he got some 
tungsten Then, he put it into an empty mayonnaise 
jar. hooked some wires up to an electric train 
transformer and made himself a light bulb of sorts 
It worked

After making the light bulb Caleb wanted to 
take it to school for his class's show and tell expres¬ 
sion session. His teacher didn’t like the idea very 
much: she thought'it might blow up. So, Caleb's 
father had to write her a permissive note to say it 
was all right as Caleb knew what he was doing 

This was the beginning of Caleb Small's 
electrical science experiments. A path which was • 
to lead him to the distinction ol becoming Canada's 
Young Scientist of the Year, 1976. 

Caleb favored the electrical side of science 
^ Electronics became his passion. “I did what 1 had 
^ to do in other subjects, just to get them out of my 
way," he said. "But my heart was in science." 

* ★ ★ 

He thinks nothing of going up to UVie in the 
evenings and staying until 11 p.m. just to play 
around with their computer and other electronic 
equipment. He completed in January his Oak Bay 
high senior course work for his Grade 12 certificate, 
but continues at Oak Bay until the June graduation 
ceremonies, studying metal craft and computer 
maths He smiled quietly: "Otherwise, their equip¬ 
ment would not be available to me." 

Four years ago, in 1973, Caleb invented a com¬ 
puter memory bank for which he won first prize 
overall in the Vancouver Island Regional Science 
Fair. This, in turn, won his first trip to the yearly 
Canada-Wide Science Fair at Thunder Bay. On¬ 
tario, where he placed second in junior engineering

Caleb topped this achievement by a big margin 
in 1974 when, after winning the Victoria regional 
award again, he walked off with three firsts in the 
Canada-Wide Science Fair, held at Calgary, Alberta. 

His triumphs Included the prestigious 
Kngincering Institute of Canada Award and the 
premium Bell-Northern Laboratories Award. This 
latter is presented yearly by the combined efforts 
of Bell Telephone Co. and the Northern Electric Co 
His winning exhibit carried the awesome title of 
Closed Circuit Fibre-Optic Communications. 

★ ★ ★ 

Caleb's continuing winning exhibit in the 1976 
Canada-Wide Science Fair — this time, at Brandon. 
Manitoba — was an Improvement on his previous 
one. He developed a better way of sending mes¬ 
sages, and retaining them in a mechanical memory 
bank. 

Later on that summer. Bell-Northern gave 
Caleb the red carpet treatment. They flew him 
down to Ottawa, met him at the airport, limousincd

him to the Carlton Towers. Then, to a steak dinner, 
a Russian play and visits to their laboratories to ab¬ 
sorb and wonder over their futuristic research 
facilities. 

Caleb is really an amazing young man. Quiet, 
somewhat,diffident about his achievements, calm, 
poised and competent, he talks electronics and 
computer math with a strange authority for one so 
young. 

Caleb won the first prize in his grade in all four 
years of the Vancouver Island Regional Science 
Fair that he has exhibited in. 

This year's fair, the 16th annual one. was held 
at the Hillside Shopping Centre. His exhibit was 
titled. Using a Touch-Tone Keyboard in a Fibre- 
Optic Tele-accounting System. It will be his entry in 
the 1977 Canada-Wide Fair, to be held this May at 
the University of Victoria. 

★ ★ ★ 

In this entry using very modem materials in 
circuits designed and built by Caleb, his invention 
sends messages by means of light pulses. "Wire is 
being obsoleted in communication today,” said 
Caleb. "Plastic is taking over, but the newest, the 
very best, fibres for communications are being 
made of glqss.” 

As Caleb talked, it seemed like a new world 
language to me — and his father. Expressions like 
alpha-numeric, diode, photo-transistor and pulse 
analog, slipped easily frum his tongue. 

. / I was not prepared for the shock of surprise on 
entering the Small basement room to view Caleb's 
invention.

The large room seemed tiny, because it was 
literally filled with electric trains. Tiers of model 
trains and railroad equipment lined the four wall^ 
Much of the floor space was taken up with a com¬ 
plete railroad system. There was hardly room to 
take two steps the trains run under electronic con¬ 
trols. There are realistic smoke puffs and. vibrant 
crossing whistles. 

★ ★ ★ 

"This is our train room." explained Caleb I 
come down here when I want to relax. I built this 
working railroad-system for fun. The trains all run 
to a split-second timetable. 

We've never had a train wreck." he smiled 
Caleb showed' a glimpse of his practical side. I 
lave made my train interest into something of a 
paying hobby." he said. "In the beginning, my dad 
had a couple of train layouts when he was young. I 
began playing with them. A year or so ago. we went 
down to Seattle to visit a big train collector. W'e just 
got tuned in to trains.” 

His electric trains are a stop-gap for Caleb dur¬ 
ing the summer when school is out. He also repairs 
damaged rolling stock for other young train hob¬ 
byists. "Good business, ’ he volunteered, especial¬ 
ly around Christmas time.” 

One of the Small’s historical trains is the 
original puff-puff that ran inside the E and N 


Railway station in Victoria, for years and years As 
far back as 1928. 

Thanks to Caleb the back door bell at the Small 
home must rate as the most unique on the Island 
When the buttom is pressed outside, a long, wailing 
blast of an old train whistle echoes through the 
house. This was done by hooking a switch to a fan 
which blew a current of air through two pipes 

Caleb;s next scientific objective is the Shell 
Prize — the top senior prize in the Canada-Wide 
Science Fair. Should he win it. the prize will take 
him to the World Science Fair, in London. England 
This fair is not a competition, but a platform for 
him to show his talent before an audience of scien¬ 
tists. 


For a young fellow, it has been a quick, 
magnetic passage from childhood to adolescence, 
as the years followed the true prediction of his 
horoscope, outlined in infancy by his late Aunt 
Lenora McKillip, a gifted amatuer astrologer. 

His horoscope reads This bov will be going 
places. He will do very well with research in scien¬ 
tific work requiring secrecy. He will be restless, 
anxious to succeed, and will gain much publicity 
during his lifetime He will have long journeys, and 
a great interest in science. 

So far. Aunt Lenora. you are right on.

Berl Williams of Victoria 
say$ his name is not really Wil¬ 
liams, it is Bert Thomas, but this 
he did not discover until he had 
called himself Williams for 76 
years. His father. William 
Thomas of Llangefni. Anglesey, 
took his grandmother's name 
when, as a boy, he went to live 
with her. “However," says Bert 
with a smile, “I will keep the 
name of Williams. I have grown 
used to it." 

Bert is very well known in Victoria in connec¬ 
tion with amateur theatre something he has been 
involved with most of his life beginning with the 
role ot the Mad Hatter at the age of nine while at in¬ 
fant school in Bolton, Lancashire That was when 
he got the “bug’ and it has remained with him to 
this day 

He was bom in 19dl in the cotton mill town of 
Bolton, an industrial city of 180.000 in a four-room 
terrace house at 36 Stewart Street He was the 
least robust of twin boys but he survived and his 
twin brother did not For the first nine months of

his life he never wore conventional baby clothes, 
but was wrapped in cotton ‘laps’ which neighbor 
women kindly brought to his mother from the mill 
William Williams Bert’s father was a joiner, 
or carpenter, as we say here, and for his house he 
paid three shillings and sixpence a week rent. 

Bert has written a delightful account of the first 
nine years of his life in Bolton which he calls An Ex¬ 
ercise in Nostalgia and in it he describes the house 
at No 16 Stewart Street in whose four rooms his 
mother Mary Elizabeth Williams coped with an 
ever-growing family The front portion of the 
ground floor of No. 16 was occupied by a butcher 
shop and the Williams family of nine lived in the 
rest of the house These terrace houses observes 
Bert, were built in the 1850s and are no longer 
standing but have been replaced by modern hous¬ 
ing 

In 1900 the family moved to No. 36 Stewart 
Street and Bert quotes from the poem bv Thomas 
Hood 

“I remember, I remember 
The house where I was bom 
The little window where the sun 
Came peeping in at mom.” 

But. be writes, the sun did not peep through the 
window every morn, but he does remember the 
few times that it did The little window was in the 
scullery where the family had to perform their 
ablutions in the stone sink There was no bath room 
and the privy was situated at the bottom of the 
paved backyard. The sun quickly disappeared and 
was lost behind the house in the next street 

By the year 1903 there were 13 in the family and 
things at No. 36 were a bit crowded There was the 
front parlor, seldom used and the kitchen or living 
room This was a small room and contained a 
fireplace with a baking oven on one side and a 
warming space on the other and this fireplace was 
the only source of heating for the entire house 
Under the maiftlepiece was a metal rail where 
towels and clothing were hung to Dry and here on 
Christmas Eve the children hung their stockings 
On Christmas, morning they were happy to find an 
orange, an apple, some nuts and a threepenny bit. 

Washing day was a busy one and Bert’s mother 
was helped by a washer woman, a six-foot-tall 
Manxwoman as strong as a horse. Two wooden dol- 
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Ivtubs were^rought in from the yard and filled with 
boiling Water and the clothes, when washed, were 
hung on a line in the backyard After the washing 
came the ironing and this was done by the girls of 
the family, using a charcoal iron. # 

When Bert was eight the family moved to what 
to them was a luxurious house at 92 Arkwright 
Street This street was named after Sir Richard 
Arkwright who invented the water frame which, 
together with the spinning mule invented by Samuel 
Crompton ot Bolton revolutionized the cotton in-^ 
dustry V X 

The house had eight rooms, four up and four 
down, there was a cellar and a bathroom There

man of many rolos 


was a front garden fenced off from the street with 
iron railings, and there was a large bay window in 
the front of the house, and this was supposed to j»ive 
a house an air of distinction. 

Bert's childhood days are still vivid in his mind 
He particularly remembers the happy experience 
of a visit to the doggers, where you left your clogs 
to be fitted with new wooden soles If they were 
onlv to be re-ironed you waited, with a dozen or so 
other customers, for your turn. There was much 
good-natured squabbling and wise-cracking 
between the workmen and customers 

He remembers Mrs. Bolton s Herb Shop and 
her famous laxative. Black Draught, and her 
aromatic herb. Pennyroyal, and he remembers 
visiting a neighbor woman every Monday and being 
treated every Monday to a bowl of cold rice pud 
ding. 

He recalls the first funeral he ever saw when 
three horse-drawn carriages, led by the hearse, 
lined up outside the house ofr mourning. The horses 
were jet black and the hearse had large black 
plumes at each corner. All the blinds in the 
neighboring houses were drawn as a mark ol 
sympathy 

Bert attended a Church of England school. St 
Matthews. He left just before his 13th birthday to 
work as a butcher’s boy. A short time later war 
was declared and two of his brothers were called to 
the colors. This meant the loss to the family of two 
wage-earners, so young Bert had to find more 
lucrative employment. At 14 he went into the cot 
ton spinning mlil as a “little piecer “ 

He worked 10 hours a day. in his bare feet in a 
temperature of 80 to 90 degrees, and he was paid 10 
shillings and sixpence a week He stayed in the mill 
until 1931 by which time he was a fully fledged cot¬ 
ton spinner. 

During these years in the mill Bert never lost 
his love of the theatre and in 1920 he produced his 
first play. A Bill of Divorcement, in Bolton, which 
was a great success. Incidentally, he was to 
produce this same play 35 years later at the 
Langham Court Little Theatre in Vic»^ria. 

He was associated with various dramatic 
societies but it was not until 1930 that he was invited 
to join the Bolton Dramatic Society, then the most 
exclusive in the town. ’ * 

At that time the managing director of the mill

in which he worked was also a very famous 
playwright. Harold M Harwood, and this brought 
about_.the formation of a dramatic society at the 
mill amongst the employees and their first perfor 
mance was attended by the famous Vanbrugh 
sisters. Violet and Irene The society concentrated 
on dialect plays and won many awards 

In 1931 there was a breakwav from the Bolton 
Dramatic Society and it was then thhlthe Bolton 
Iattle Theatre was formed and Bert took a major 
part in organizing it and he is today he believes, tlie 
only living founding member of the society 

He left the cotton mill in 1931 and became the 
representative for a Yorkshire furniture manufac¬ 
turing company in Bradford At this period the Lit¬ 
tle Theatre movement was popular all over 
Engfand hut with theCadvent of the Second World 
War in which Bert served as a flying officer, the 
movement received a setback. 

In 19*9 he and his wife. Flo. decided to 
emigrate to Canada, eventually settling in New 
Brunswick where he managed a fqrmture store 
Naturally it wasn t long before thev became in- 
volved in Little Theatre and thev with the help of 
others formed the Fredertrton Players' Guild 
where he directed many plays amongst them Bell. 
Book and Candle and Outward Bound 

Interest was generated in Fredericton to such 
an extent that eventually Lord Beaverbrook 
presented Fredericton with a new threatre Bert 
claims that he sowed the seeds for this venture dur¬ 
ing a long conversation he had with Beaverbrook on 
the pavement outside the Beaverbrook hotel 
Always a dog lover Bert contributed a weeklv 
article on the care of dogs in the Frederirton Daily- 
Gleaner under the pseudonym of Tail Wagger 
A few days before leaving Fredericton in 1954. 
the Williams were presented with a magnificent 
silver tray hv the Theatre Guild 

On the second day after their arrival in Victoria 
Bert and Flo became members of the Victoria 
Theatre Guild and that same year Bert produced 
his first plav for them Count Your Blessings and the 
Times of Nov I. 1954 reported that director Bert 
W illiams did a capable, workmanlike job In this

Bill of Divorcement -of which play the 
critics w rote Direction by Bert Williams was a 
verv pretty piece of technical perfection I. Caine 
Mutiny Court Martial Inherit the Wind. George and 
Margaret and Night Must Fall 

This last production came about through the 
meeting of Bert and Emlvn Williams famed actor 
and playwright who was here in 1959 for his perfor¬ 
mance of A Bov firowtng Up. by yet another 
Welshman Dylan Thomas 

Later Bert produced Under Milkwood being 
urged by Emlvn Williams to try it out 

The critics noted that ‘ Director Bert Wil¬ 
liams is to be congratulated on his understanding 
and visualization of the work " 

Bert was also at various times engaged with 
other local groups In 1956 he directed the 
Scoutorama for the Scout association when 7.000 
attended al the Memorial Arena In 1958 he directed 
The Bride Ship, written by Winifred Lugnn Fahev. 
lor the Centennial Celebrations and he also 
directed two minstrel shows for the Queen Alex¬ 
andra Solarium 

Although Bert Williams seems to be happiest in 
front stage, directing, he has played many roles for 
the Theatre Guild and University of Victoria, but he 
always considers his role of Willie Mossop in 
Hobson's Choice as his great moment in theatre 
The Sun drama critic wrote Williams has the 
touch of palhos that makes all comedy roles better 
and he managed the awkward curtain line of the 
play. Eee. Ba Goom. beautifully

ing it pressed into %> bottle Somehow his thumb slip¬ 
ped and there was a very loud pop The startled effects 
man inadvertently lifted the pickup arm off ihe record 
ami it was for all the world as if someone had shot the 
nightingale and the audience roared. 

Today Bert reads biography travel, pfavs and 
poetry He confesses that his favorite rhymster is 
Robert Service and he can. he savs. go on quoting 
him. non-stop, for three hours He has a fine collec¬ 
tion of rare books, many in the Lancashire dialect 
which he writes and speaks f luently. 

lie feels that today the theatre is depicting peo¬ 
ple who are not real, people we do not know, who 
do not live amongst us andjie doubts if they ever 
were real His favoriTe playwrights are 
Galsworthy. Priestly. Oscar Wilde. G. B Shaw. 
Sean O-Casey and for comedies. Edward Percy 
and Frederick Lonsdale 

lie keeps in touch with many of his friends from 
the theatrical world, sb many of whom no longer 
appear behind the footlights. Lesley Allen. Ken 
Bostock. Don Ross. Noel Cusack and countless 
others. « 

Bert is an astonishingly young man for his 7# 
years, still vitally interested in the world about 
hint Every weekday morning he drives to Dallas 
Road and then, accompanied by his much-loved 
wire-haired fox terrier, fill, he walks four and a 
quarter miles, taking in the park and the paths 
along the sea. and this he strongly recommends for 
both body and soul. 

He has played many roles in his lifetime, hut 
perhaps one ot the nicest of all is his just being 
himelf.

and consequently her pending retirement from a 
long Teaching career in June. It was also daughter 
Sylvia and husband Ken Tebbutts 20th wedding an¬ 
niversary. and the same for second ^daughter 
Glenda and Bill Leach. To top it oft it was also son 
B.l Berg and wife Cherryl s 10th wedding anniver 
sarv BJ and family of two little girls. Dori and 
Dawn, live in Calgary now. but flew out for the oc¬ 
casion 




and sang a song they had written new words to. It 
was called You Are My Grandma, and was played 
to the tune of You Are My Sunshine. This number 
had been a well kept secret, as well as a family 
joke because they knew Grandma Berg had never 
liked the song. You Are My Sunshine 

Afterwards, a proud Grandma received a kiss 
from each member of the family as they filed off 


the stage to a standing ovation from everyone in the 
hall. 

The Woodshed Orchestra once again took over 
for dancing. Later, a fabulous buffet supper ail 
supplied by the family, was laid on for their guests, 
then more dancing, and a very successful Berg 
party continued far on into the night 


The Bergs are also an artistic lot. as well and so 
they designed and drew up their own invitations to 
what they rightfully billed as a Really Big Party. 

From 7.30 to 9 p.m. was designated as corn and 
nostalgia time, so everyone who hadn't seen each 
other for some time could get together again and 
chat up a storm, and this they did! For the Berg 
family are well known, and have many friends both 
here in Victoria and up the west coast. 

Mrs Berg, formerly Edna Davis, went to Vic¬ 
toria High School, then attended normal school and 
became a teacher at Sullivan Bay. B.C.. primarily a 
fishing and logging community, built on 
houseboats. Here she met and married Toby Berg, 
and raised a family of three, teaching them herself, 
and with the aid of correspondence courses. 

When Sylvia, the eldest, became high school age 
the family moved to Victoria, and tor several years 
operated Berg s Music Store at 719 Pandora Ave 
After she was widowed. Edna Berg decided to 
return to teaching once again. 

First she took a refresher course, and then went 
on to the University of Victoria and got her 
bachelor of education degree in 1967. graduating 
with the rest of the class, a grandmother of six at 
that time. She now has nine. 

Since graduation day Edna Berg has taught 
special education classes at both South Park and 
Willows schools. 

Over the years the Berg family has maintained a 
close association with the Sons ol Norway which 
their father belonged to. and at an early age the 
children learned to play the accordion so following 
in their father’s musical footsteps. 01 course, now 
as fashion dictates, most have taken up guitars and 
other such stringed instruments. Grandson K C 
Tebbutt even built his own guitar 

So when it came to floorshow time at the Berg 
party, they were it, centre-stage, grandchildren in¬ 
cluded. all the way down the line to BJ's youngest 
•four-year-old. each one took part and did their own 
thing And what a floorshow they put on! 

From their opening number Harbor Lights 
they told the Berg family story in music some in 
song. solo, or combined musical numbers And of 
course. BJ did the Laughing Song. An enthusiastic 
audience loved every moment Qf the performance
